Ihey had appealed to all Deputies to take theis share in this 
work, he continued. He understood that the Appeal had not up 
to the present met with any extensive favourable response 
unt he took that opportunity again of drawing the attention 
of Deputies to the fact that membership of the Board involved 
not only taking part in its dehberations, but also im ensuring 
that whatever important undertaking ‘was sponsored should be 
successful. They were making a special appeal to the Synagogues 
in London and all over the country, and he hoped that Deputies 
would make every possible endcavour to ensure the participa- 
tion of there mstitutrons

Why Appeal Hangs Fire 


Mr. M. W. Doma (Order Achei Brith and Shield of Abraham) 
thought the Appeal had not been caretully. planned and 
organised from the outset. He suggested that a pastoral letter 
trom the Chief Rabbi be sent to every Minister in the Jewish 
Community, pointing out that it was ther bounden duty to 
make this a personal matte 

Mr. Leo Etron (United Synagogue) endorsed the remarks 
of Mr. Domb. 

Phe President, in his reply, said that all the practical. sugges- 
tions that had been offered had been noted, and would be 
followed in every possible way. He moved the adoption of the 
Executive Committee's report, which opened with a note on 
the slow progress of the Appeal, as already mentioned by 
the speaker. In the course of its further notes, u stated: 

Ihe Committee has received strong representations for 
immediate grants for Jewish education and the maintenance 
ot hostels already established, without which financial support 
both these activities would be compelled to cease forthwith. 
Ihe Committee approved the immediate allocation from money 
already received of advances towards the maintenance of these 
two objects for a short period. 

“ The Committee received a report of the appointments made 
by the Central Jewish Committee for Problems of Evacuation 
in reception areas. The report indicated that appointments 
have been made in twelve centres, directly by the Committee, 
and that a number of well-qualified persons—already holding 
appomtments from other organisations in the reception areas— 
had been authorised to deal, on behalf of the Central Jewish 
Committee for Problems of Evacuation, with matters affecting 
evacuees. The Committee has directly and indirectly contri- 
buted to nine communal centres which have been established 
in reception areas 
_“ The Evacuation Committee is in constant touch with recep- 
tron areas in order to promote and establish communal organisa- 
trons wherever possible. But the continuation and expansion 
of this work is obviously dependent on the funds available 
from the Board's Appeal, and for this reason the appointments 
made so far are of a provisional and short-term character. 
Apart from the monetary difficulties, the Evacuation Committee 
in considering appointments is still confronted with the dearth 
of suitable personnel. It hopes that in every reception area 
men and women of expericnce in communal affairs will be 
ready to come forward in an honorary capacity to fill the gaps 


in various forms of services, which are essential to the 
Community. 
“ The Committee also received a report concerning the 


Shoyswell Manor Home for the Aged, at Etchingham, Sussex. The 
Home has now been taken over by the Ministry of Health. . . . 
The Home accommodates 39 persons, which is much less than 
the need, and negotiations have been conducted by the Board

Food produc- 
tion, therefore, needed ereatly to

and (b) to keep pace with the growing needs of the armed 
Forces in Palestine. 

In the first few months of war, he went on. the realisation 
became general that mixed farming, on which all the Keren 
Hayesod communal settlements were based, was the staple 
form of agriculture, and more easily adaptable than any other

to the needs of expansion. New areas were quickly placed 
under cultivation, largely through the help of credits granted 


by the Jewish Agency out of Keren Hayesod funds, and the 
production of grain, vegetables, dairy produce, and fodder 
for the British cavalry was undertaken intensively. The results 
were immedmte and successful. In vegetable production an 
increase of 75 per cent. was achieved within the first year of 
the war; in grain there was an increase of SO per cent. Settle- 
ments also went in a good deal for sheep farming, 


With the Arabs 


Co-operation with the Arabs showed a marked impctus, not 
only in economic problems, said Mr. Kollek; the Jewish 
settlements throughout Palestine again began to foster happy 
relations with their Arab neighbours. It could be said that 
there was peace throughout the land to-day, and it was 
possible for the Jews to revive their pre-1936 habit of going 
for rambles and cycle and car rides through any part of the 
country without fear of molestation. The settlements, again 
assisted by the Jewish Agency, had appointed teachers of 
Arabic, who served not only as language instructors, but also 
in a sense as liatson officers with the neighbouring Arab 
peasants, The habit had been revived of inviting Arabs to the 
settiements, and Jews in the settlements returned the visits. 


Relations 


“ This work,” stressed Mr. Kollek, “ is very important, 
but its success must not be overrated. We must not lose 
sight of the fact that those who were responsible for 
incitement to terror between 1936 and 1939 are still active, 
and the ex-Mufti and his henchmen operate from Bagdad 
with considerable .sums of money at their disposal 
Palestinian Jewry must, therefore, be ever watchful and 
vigilant.’* 

Palestinian Jewry, he continued, had done much to make the 
British and Imperial soldiers in Palestine as comfortable as 
possible. They had organised social clubs and rest centres where 
members of the Armed Forces could spend their leisure hours. 
Receptions had been arranged for them and concerts and 
theatre performances provided. It was almost: impossible to 
visit any settlement on a Sunday afternoon without seeing a 
group of 40 or SO British and Australian soldiers and officers 
enjoying their leisure in the grounds.

BULGARIAN JEWS’ 
EXODUS 


Pogrom Fears 


There is panic, says a Sofia message. among the 40,000 
Jews of Bulgaria, who fear invasion by Hitler's hordes and 
an Outbreak of anti-Jewish pogroms similar to those in 
Rumania. 

Nearly all forcign Jews are hurriedly leaving the country, 
and many Bulgarian Jews, too, are trying to obtain visas to 
emigrate. A considerable propostion of them are anxious to 
go to Palestine 

Both in Bulgaria and Yugoslavia, despite the Russo-German 
Pact, the agents of Dr. Goebbels in Yugoslavia and Bulgaria 
have been working in close co-operation with White Russian 
anti-Boishevik refugees from Soviet Russia who settled in the 
Balkan States Vast quantities of Nazi literature are beimne 
spread by the White Russians urging the people to jom with 
the Axis Powers and exterminate the Jews he Nazis are also 
mobilising the anti-Semitic Macedonian terrorists, who have been 
promised an adequate share of the property of the Bulgarian 
Jews as a reward for their services 

Ihe Bulgarian Socialist Party has initiated a campaign against 
any concessions to Nazi Germany and against the Government's 
anti-Jewish legislation in the country

According to an official 
Nazi statement, six civilians have been killed. and a number 
imjured in clashes between the police and “ disturbers of the 
peace,” following the disclosure of a “ secret Jewish organisa- 
tion,” the alleged ringleaders of nightly attacks against police 
patrols Martial law has been proclaimed in the province of 
North Holland, where demonstrations have been forbidden and 
political parties banned

THE DUNERA AFFAIR 


Immediate Reparation to be Attempted 
COURT MARTIAL FOR OFFENDERS 


[By our Lobby Correspondent] 


A sensational turn was given to the Dunera affair in the 
House of Commons on Tuesday, when the Government spokes- 
man, Mr. Richard Law, Financial Secretary to the War Office 
announced that, without waiting for the result of a Court of 
Inquiry, compensation would be paid to the refugees. 

Colonel Wedgwood (Lab., Newcastle-under-Lyme) said that 
the refugees on board the Dunera were mostly Jewish belonging 
to Category C, that is to say, friendly aliens. There were 
2,400 in a ship which was suitable for carrying only half that 


number; they were robbed by the soldiers in charge and 
battened down, being allowed on deck only on _ certain 
occasions. Colonel Wedgwood urged the Government that 


there must be a certain degree of publicity. It would do good, 
because it was important that we should show the world that 
when anything of this sort was done by people in British 
service direct action was taken by this House and by the 
Government in order to prevent it happening again, to punish 
the offenders and to compensate the victims. He alo said that 
before a Court of Inquiry was held steps ought to be taken to 
get some moncy to these refugees, who were now penniless in 
Australia. He added that since the case of the Dunera going 
to Australia, there has been the case, not quite so shocking, of 
the Ettrick going to Canada. He did not want the House to 
imagine for one moment that cither the case of the Dunera or 
the Ettrick were typical of what went on on board our ships. 
They always had a few brutes in every Service. Fortunately, 
we could deal with them in this country. The British soldier 
and officer, particularly in the Pioneer Corps, were behaving 
almost with affection towards those unfortunate refugees. 


Clearing Britain's Good Name 


Mr. Law. in replying, said Colonel Wedgwood had spoken 
on this rather disagreeable matter with great moderation and 
great fecling. He wished he could persuade him that the 
fullest possible publicity was not necessarily the right: attitude 
to follow in a case of this kind. Preliminary investigations had 
been completed: there was a case for inquiry, and was clear 
that some. if not all the internees on that ship, had suffered 
loss. If they established a Court of Inquiry, however, it might 

rove impossible to complete tt until the end of the war 
Essential witnesses might have to be gathered from every 
corner of the globe. But he was intormed by the Judge 
Advocate-General that it might be. possible to institute court 
martial proceedings without the establishment of this Court of 
Inquiry. If that should prove to be possible he suggested that 
it was a more realistic fulfilment of the pledge of Captain 
Margesson than to hold an inquiry which might carry on for 
months. The Secretary of State had decided to see what steps 
he could take to provide much more immediate reparation for 
these people in Australia without waiting for the result of any 
court or any disciplinary action that might be taken here. 
They would see that the compensation was made as expedi- 
tiously and as justly as was possible. It might prove to be a 
little costly to the Exchequer, but they thought that in a case 
of this kind it was better to clear our good name even if rt 


was perhaps a little expensive than to wait and have this 
business dragging on for months with quite unjustified 
reflections upon our good name and character im_ the 
meanwhile. 

Earl Winterton . (Con... Worthing) asked for an assurance 


about the future, and Mr. Law replied that if it had not 
already been made perfectly clear to officers, guards and crews 
on these ships, it would definitely be made clear, and every- 
thing would be done to sce that there was no repetition of un- 
pleasant incidents of the kind referred to. Mr Law added, 
with regard to the Ettrick, that the same principles that had 
actuated the Government in the Dunera case would move them 
in that one. and that they would act as quickly as they could 

Mr. Edmund Harvey (Ind.. English Universities) remarked 
how widespread would be the thankfulness amongst those poor 
people at the statement that reparation was to be made. He 
was sure that they would be deeply appreciative and that they 
would. appreciate- even more than any monctary compensation 
the spirit in which the matter had been dealt with by the 
Government. 

Mr. G. Mander (Lib... Wolverhampton) spoke of the Ettrick 
case. and said that some of the lower grade officials concerned 
had been saying to internees who had come back, “ You had 
better keep your mouth shut or vou may get into trouble: you 
may get interned aeain.” Mr. Mander hoped the Government 
would take an early opportunity of seeing there was not the 
slightest foundation for any Statement of that kind. 


“ THE MIRACLE OF OUR MORALE” 
[By our Lobby Correspondent) 


Lorp Perry, in a speech in the House of Lords, referred to 
the “ miracle” of the morale of our people. It was not 
traditional British race and blood, he said, or any hereditary 
pride in the liberties which our ancestors have won for us as a 
nation which prevented the thousands of alien residents tn 
London, many of whom could not even speak English and had 
but an instinctive idea of British liberty, from panicking and 
rioting when they were subjected to mass murder from the air 
It was something far higher than human agency. 


ALLIED GOVERNMENTS IN LONDON 


Extension of Diplomatic Privileges 


{By our Lobby Correspondent} 


A Bill for which the Foreign Office is responsible is passing 
through Parliament and will shortly receive the Royal Assent. 
Our cause, as Mr. Butler said in moving the second reading, 
iS greatly strengthened by the example of the gallant Allied 
Governments who though forced to live in exile are continuing 
to discharge their legitimate functions, thus rendering London 
the focus of the resistance of a free Europe. The Bill confess 
a position corresponding to that of members of the Diplomatic 
Corps upon the members and senjor officials of the Allied 
Governments of Poland, Norway, the Netherlands. Belgium, 
Luxembourg, and the provisional Czechoslovak Government. 
The privileges and immunities will also be conferred on the 
leaders and senior officials of the Free French movement estab- 
lished in this country. An agreed list of the individuals on whom 
immunities and privileges are to be conferred will be published 
in the Lonpon Gazerte Another provision of the Bill extends 
to diplomats accredited to Allied Governments at present in 
our country, protection corresponding to that afforded to diplo- 
matic envoys accredited to the Court of St. James. 

The Commons discussion did not pass without the watchful 
Colonel Wedgwood recalling that long ago the Chinese Empire 
took advantage of their immunities in London to imprison Sun 
Yat Sen, and he was very nearly deported and executed. “ We 
ought to be very careful in connection particularly with the 


Polish Government here,” said the Colonel. “We have 
had a lot of people who are not Polish citizens and who are 
not members of the Polish Army imprisoned. We do not 
want that to occur again. We do not want to turn the grant 
of immunities into a right of having a private prison here in 
London.” 

The Solicitor General (Sir William Jowitt) replied givin 
assurance on this point, By international law, ummunity whic 
was now extended to a diplomat did not entitle that diplomat 
to retain or imprison at his will any person whatever, whether 
a national of the country to which he was accredited or a 
national of his own country. 


Miss Ratnesone (Ind., English Universities), speaking in the 
House of Commons on the vote for the British Council, said 
she deeply appreciated the work which the Council was doimng 
in this country. It was for example, sending libraries to the 
internment camps, and was organising cultural facilities for 
refugees in internment and not in internment, admirable and. 
excellent work.

Rear-Admiral Beamish (Con., Lewes), asked the Home Secre- 
tary whether the arrangements whereby husbands and wives 
detained under Regulation 18B should have opportunities of 
visiting one another once a fortnight have now been brought

Mr. Peake: The arrangements for enabling men and wives 
who are both detained to visit cach other are now in operation. 
There is no present intention of extending them.

with a view to the Ministry of Health setting up another Home 
tor Jewish Aged on similar lines.”’ 

Ihe President added that a_ considerable allocation had 
already been made to enable the educational work and the 
hostels which were already in existence to continue in the 
centres of evacuation. 

As tar as they were able to gather and within the limit of 
their power and finances, the problem of dealing with the recep- 
tron centres was being dealt with adequately He did not 
mean that he was satisfied with the way in which the whole 
Situation was being met.. But he did want the Board and every- 
body else to recognise that one could not expect an institution 
to carry out an important task which involved financial com- 
mitments if that institution did not possess the requisite financial 
basis 

Mr.. H. A. Goopman (Adath Yisroel) pointed out that 
Christian clergymen were perturbed as to the fate of the 9,000 
Jewish children who were officially brought over here by the 
Refugee Children’s Movement, who cared for their bodies, 
but. seemed to forget that they also had souls 

Ihe Secretary of the Board, Mr. A. G. Brotrman, at the 
request of the President, made a statement on this point. He 
said that a number of refugee hostels had been set up in. the 
country and were still autonomous units. Sometimes, in regard 
to cducation, they fell short. of the full requirements and thes 
they recognised themselves, and complaints’ had been made 
either directly to the Refugee Children’s Movement or indirectly 
through the Board or some other body, If a Jewish child, said 
Mr. Brotman, was in a non-Jewish environment and was un- 
happy, 1 was a matter which was seriously taken note of. But 
the orginal Movement for the Care of Children was inter- 
denominational, 

he report was adopted. 

Dr. M. Eprsrein (United Synagogue), the Chaifman of the 
Law and Parliamentary Committee, moved the report of that 
Committee, which stated, inter alia: 

“ The Committee immtends to review the subject of time and 
days -of future Board meetings in ‘the light of the experience 
of the last three week-day meetings, and havine regard to the 
longer periods of daylight in the coming months. 

The report was carried. 

Mr. L. J. Sret. CAnelo-Jewish- Association) presented the 
report of the Joint Foreign Committee. It dealt with the posi- 
tion of the Jews in the various European countries to-day and 
recanitulated the many facts of the pogroms and persecutions 
which stil continued 


Resolution on Rumania 


The general position of Jews on the Continent of Europe 
(it stated) has not undergone any notable change. At the same 
time the tragic events im Rumania have underlined more 
the vicrousness and Savagery of the persecution 
threatening Jews wherever the Nazi power establishes itself, 


[he greatest anxiety is felt for the future of the 350,000 . 


Jews who had been subjected to every form of degradation 
by the Rumanian Government and are now exposed to the 
unfettered cruelty of the German and Rumanian Nazis. In the 
circumstances attending the Rumanian blood-bath there is only 
one redeeming feature—the humanity shown by a number of 
Rumanians who hid theu Jewish neighbours, and thus saved 
them from the brutal fury of the lron Guards.” 

Ihe President moved the following resolution: 

“ The Board of Deputies of British Jews expresses its 
leeching ot deep abhorrence at the bestial atrocities com 
mitted against Rumaman Jews by tron Guards, closely 
associated with and instigated by the Nazis; and its grief 
at the loss of hte of hundreds of tmnocent victims. who 
have been toully murdered by depraved and inhuman tools 
of the Nazis without any intervention by the Rumanian 
Authorities Against these crimes which have been con- 
demned by the civilised world—including those Rumanians 
whose human feelings have not been perverted by the 
forces of evil which hold sway in that country—the Board 
records its solemn and indignant protest.” 

It was, clear to all of them, he said, that no protest or 
resolution or anything else coming from the Board or any other 
body could have much influence on the situation in Rumania, 
which had to all intents and purposes become an enemy country.

Jewry’s attitude of abhorrence to such treatment of human 
beings. It was the only country in which German occupation 
had been followed by a widespread massacre of Jews by 
inhabitants of the country itself, and the Rumanian Government 
evidently aid nothing to stop those atrocities. Indeed, after 
the murders, sections of the Rumanian Press cither. blamed 
the Jews for having caused them or came out with the usual 
story that they were invented and had not happencd.

The Ahens Committce report was carried after it had been 
moved by the Chairman Mr. H. S. Scuipxraur (Order Achei 
Brith and Shicld of Abraham) [he report recorded, among 
other matters, Mr..Otto Schill's favourable report on his recent 
visit to the internment camps in the Isle of Man.

NEW PHASE OF JEWISH HISTORY 
Opening of the English Epoch 


With the Hitlerian wave of anti-Semitism in Germany, an 
epoch in Jewish history ended and, according to Dr. Cecil 
Roth, the English epoch is now under way. 

Dr. Roth, President of the Jewish Historical Society, 
discussed this new phase and surveyed the four chief historical 

riods that preceded it in a lecture he gave on Sunday at the 

ur Hall, Reading, to a meeting arranged by the Hatikvah 
Zionist Society of that town in collaboration with the Jewish 
Historical Society. Professor F. M. Stenton, of Reading 
University, presided. 

The sequence of Jewish historical events was divided by Dr. 
Roth according to the linguistic and cultural background of the 
various stages. The first main epoch was the Hebraic, the most 
important in Jewish history and possibly the most important im 
the whole history of humanity. The second was the Aramaic, 
when the Talmudic literature was composed and Jewish obser- 
vances and the Rabbinic way of life were formulated. The 
Arabic cra was the next and in it great monuments of Jewish 
literature arose in the work of Saadya Gaon, Maimonides, 
Yehuda Halevi, and others. The German, and fourth, period 

an when the Jews, hitherto spread throughout Europe, were 
driven, as a result of medieval persecution, into Germany, to 
go later, after further persecutions, eastward to Poland and 
parts of Russia. During this epoch began the development of 
the Jiidische Wissenschaft, when, turning aside from the exclu- 
sive study of the Talmud, Jewish scholars began to apply to the 


monuments of the Jewish past the scientific methods that had 
evolved in Europe. 

ersecution again result in waves of emigration, this time 
from Eastern Europe to England and America, but, said Dr. 
Roth, the new communities continued to be influenced by 
Germanism. That period ended with the Nazi regime, when the 
pride and strength of German Jewry itself broke down. Now 
the intellectual core of Jewish life had gone, to a large extent, 
to English-speaking lands, and most of all—certainly from the 
numerical point of view—to the United States. Russia, though 
it had the largest Jewish population to-day, put such obstacles 
in the way of teaching Judaism that it could almost be said to 
be proscribed there and there was very little hope for its future. 
Leaving Palestine, where Jewry was still numerically small, 
aside, the only mass of Jews to-day that was likely to count for 
anything in the future was the nucleus in English-speaking 
countries. 

English-speaking Jewries had been reinforced in these last 
years, to some extent, by the élite of German Jewry, by scholars 
like Krauss in this counéry and Ellbogen in the United States, 
who were rapidly assisting in the evolution of the new culture. 


Three Important Characteristics 


The English epoch, proceeded Dr. Roth, had three important 
characteristics. He would call the first humanity. Since the 
time. when the Jews returned to England in the seventeenth 
century they had never suffered from physical violence, from 
governmental discrimination, been closed up in ghettos or made 
objects of shame. There was humanity on the part of the 
Government, reflecting humanity in the hearts of the people, 
and this humanity had shown itself not only in the treatment of 
the Jews at home but also in concern for the protection of Jews 
abroad. 

The second characteristic was that the English treatment of 
the Jews had never been doctrinaire. France in 1789 evolved

the idea of the rights of man, but was very reluctantly driven 
to admit that Jews were men and had rights. The English 
emancipation of the Jews, however, had not been a doctrinaire 
decision, but a slow evolution based upon experience. 

Thirdly, throughout the English epoch, there had been a 

ro-Palestine current. For over three hundred years now 
English thinkers had been interested in the idea of the restora- 
tion of the Jews te Palestine. When this attitude culminated in 
the Balfour Declaration it was more than just a remarkable 
stroke of statecraft on the part of the War Cabinet—it was the 
expression of an old English ambition. Were the English false 
to that they would be false to something deep down in English 
thought and English idealism. 

The English epoch in Jewish history, went on the speaker, 
coincided with the beginning of a new Hebrew epoch. Palestine 
to-day was developing a new culture, with literature, research, 
and scholarship all expressed in Hebrew. And perhaps they 
were again approaching the period when there would be 
another great Hebrew epoch in Jewish history, as great as the 
Biblical epoch. 

Anglo-Jewry’s Responsibility 

“ But just now,” said Dr Roth, * we are embarked upon the 
English epoch and a great responsibility devolves upon us. For 
too long we have been dependent. If we have needed books or 
scholars we have had to send abroad. For too long our rabbis 
and students have looked to the Continent for inspiration. 
That period has ended. The time has céme when we English 
Jews must build up our own English Jewish cultural life.” 
Societies such as the Jewish Historical Society could play their 
part in this, said the speaker, and he appealed for the support 
of the Community through an increased membership of the 
Society. 

“1 he said finally, “ we become an amorphous flock of 
‘non-Aryan” people knowing nothing of our background and 
heritage, we shall be playing false to the great responsibility 
which has been placed on our shoulders and will be requiting 
if the hospitality which this great country has given to us, Only 
by fulfilling ourselves as Jews can we English Jews fulfil our- 
selves as Englishmen.” 

In seconding a vote of thanks to Dr. Roth, which had been 
moved by Mr. C. R. Auerbach, Dr. Scot-Blair said the English 
people had a great privilege and responsibility in the new epoch. 
We shall have to see to it that it ts not abused, as it has been 
in past history.” The Chairman was thanked, on the motion 
ot Mr. Hotfman, seconded by Mr. Phillips.

Since that time, and apart from this one abortive attempt to 
grapple with religious problems, the Beth Din has maintained 
a stony silence on all the manifold problems which beset the 
Orthodox Jew in this totalitarnn war. What are the orthodox 
soldiers to do about food? Is my wife permitted to carry on 
her war work on the Sabbath? Is my brother, who is working 
in a factory under the Ministry of Supply which necessitates 
a seven-day week, to give up his job? What are my children 
to do about food in these days of rations? Live on bread and 
milk? . For I doubt not that the ‘Beth Din will tell me that 
ordinary cheese, and certainly margarine, are forbidden. In 
all these questions, which are matters of conscience to the 
Orthodox Jew, the Beth Din gives no guidance, and so con- 
sistent has its silence been that I had assumed that after the 
bombing of their Court they had gone out of business tor the 
duration! 

But no! THe Jewitsu CHronicce of last week affords. us 
tangible evidence that | was wrong. The pibroch has sounded, 
the summons has been answered, the Beth Din has. met. From 
the academic peace of Cambridge, from the Garden City of 
Letchworth, trom the rural haunts of Sheflord, from the 
bracing atmosphere of North Wales, the Chief Rabbi and 
Davanim have assembled in solemn conclave. Even the Senior 
Jewish Chaplain to the Forces has been able tor the nonce to 
divest himself of the onerous duties of his war service. and, 
joming his colleagues, has for the time functioned in his 
Davanic capacity again, The Beth Din has met in this Annus 
Terribihts. And they have issued a proclamation. And even 
in these days of paper shortage the proclamation takes up one 
half of a page of THe Jewisn Curonicte, And it is printed 
so bold that he who runs may read. And it urges upon me the 
necessity of forgetting all these problems which | have men- 
tioned, and concentrate on the necessity of purchasing one 
brand of Matzo and not another! In weighty words, worthy 
of a Papal Bull, it abjures the taithtul that it will guarantee 
only certain brands of Matzo, while another similarly bold 
notice on another page informs its readers with a passionate 
mtensity, reimforced by documentary facsimiles, that another 
brand of Matzo ts so Kasher as to be equal to Shemura. — And 
while the Beth Din’ presumably preens itself on having so 
stoutly defended the outward ramparts of Judaism, thousands 
of Jewish children will eat neither one nor the other, but the 
National loaf: thousands of Jewish soldiers, who will get no 
leave for Passover, are left with no guidance frem the Dayan- 
cum-Chaplain as to how they are to observe the Festival: and 
manifold and pressing problems are ignored. 

Sir, how long will this reprehensible tomfoolery continue? 
Is the Beth Din, like the Bourbons, never to learn and never to 
forget? Do they honestly and sincerely belicve that this is the 
contribution they have to make to the religious problems of 
the day? 

You will pardon the hysterical hilarity with which this letter 
ends. It is the fruit of a high fever occasioned by the realisa- 
tion that since the Beth Din has seen fit to break its silence on 
this one point*, its observance will more than compensate for 
all these other transgressions which foolishly oppress me. In 
fact:

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


ISRAEL’S SANCTUARY 


“ 4nd I will dwell in the midst of the children of Israel 
and I will not forsake My people Israel.’—41 Kings, vi, 13). 


OTH our Sidra and its Haftara are filled with a vivid 

description of the construction of the earliest houses 

of worship dedicated by our ancestors to the service of 
the Most High. The desert Tabernacle was erected as a 
shrine where the religious life of the redeemed nation could 
find adequate expression, where the living presence of the 
Lord God was symbolised, where, inspired by the newly 
revealed Torah, Israel could pour forth his prayers and 
bring his sacrifices to the altar. This spiritual conception 
of a Sanctuary reached its fullest development when later 
the Temple of Solomon rose in all its grandeur, and multi- 
tudes of the faithful assembled to participate in the sacred 
services on Mount Zion. When this centre of worship 
was destroyed by the enemy and the nation was driven away 
into captivity to a strange land, Israel succeeded in finding 
spiritual healing for their bruised souls within the walls of 
the humble Synagogues that immediately sprang into 
existence. These new Sanctuaries served both as houses 
of prayer and as schools of instruction for old and young 
alike in the law of God that sustained them in their afflic- 
tion. Even when their exile came to an end, and the joyful 
people were restored to the home of their fathers and pro- 
ceeded to erect a second Temple in which to worship 
God, many Synagogues were opened in town and village, 
it being recorded that in Jerusalem itself some four hundred 
* houses of assembly ” were to be found. The final disper- 
sion came upon defeated Israel and naught remained to the 
stricken people but their beloved Law. This treasure they 
bore with them from one land to another, gathering 
wherever possible to hear its sy tao words, to keep alight 
in their own hearts and in the hearts of their children the 
flickering flame of Judaism in the hour of their direst 
need. 


ITHOUT doubt, the Bet Hakeneset, as the Holy of 

Holies of their religious life, was the main vitalising 
source of the power of Israel to survive his persecutions 
until the dawn of a better day. The repeated attempts of 
the Pharaohs of history to blot out _ii® memory of our 
people from among men, to write Finis to the pages of 
our annals, utterly broke down, under the Divine Provi- 
dence, against the impregnable defence of Israel's citadel, 
where the voice of prayer and praise was heard, where 
the teachings of God's Law were implanted in the souls 
of young and old. From this arsenal of spiritual forces, 
our ancestors were supplied with the armour and the 
weapons, the strength and the courage, to fight against all 
odds and to emerge victorious from the contest. They 
had learnt the lesson of our text, that “God dwelt in their 
midst and that He would never forsake them.” 

Such has ever been the exalted function of the Synagogue 
in every stage of our history. Though around-them raged 
the storm of merciless hostility, the inspiration of their 
Synagogue life caused them.to forget their crushing sorrows 
and to defy the hatred of their oppressors. Upheld by 
the ever-present glory of the Divine hope, the love of their 
Sanctuaries enabled them to behold the sunshine of the 
future through the dark clouds of the present. To-day, 
these experiences are being literally repeated. The words 
ot a famous writer are being exemplifed by our position 
in many parts of the world at the present hour. “ Judaism,” 
said he, “is not a religion, it is a misfortune.” One after 
the other, Israel's centres of religious and -cultural life 
have been violently uprooted, our Synagogues and schools 
have been laid in ruins, the glories of renowned com- 
munities have been cast down by fire and sword. And yet, 
saddened as we are by all the evils that are being perpe- 
trated by these enemies of humanity, we know in our hearts 
that “He is in our midst and He will never forsake us,” 
ihat new Synagogues will take the place of those upon 
which the ageressor has wreaked his fury, new centres of 
knowledge will be established to teach their immortal 
batth to the coming generation, for in very truth “ the 
grass withereth, the flower fadeth, but the Word of our 
God shall stand for ever.” 


I OTHING has been more noteworthy, more characteristic 

of the indomitable Jewish spirit, more encouraging for 
the future of our people than the stern determination of our 
(Communities, scattered on all sides, in England and else- 
where, to bear aloft the torch of their fidelity through 
the darkness that is overshadowing the world. Wherever 
possible, some degree of religious life has been maintained, 
Jewish centres have been created where formerly the practice 
of Judaism was unknown, Synagogues that were well-nigh 
derelict have renewed vigorous spiritual activity, and the 
stream of Jewish enthusiasm has flowed on uninterrupted. 
The men and women of modern Jewry are nobly endeavour- 
ing to perpetuate the memory of their traditions and to 
recognise to the full that the Sanctuary is the focus of 
their historic religion, the motive force of their spiritual 
life. Our Judaism can never perish as long as this passion- 
ate devotion to the Synagogue and all it personifies con- 
tinues to exist. The value of congregational worship stands 
Out in all its glory in times of crisis like these. The dedica- 
tion of the Jewish soul to the service of the House of God 
attests our identity with the ideals of our past and our con- 
fident looking forward to a brighter future. Our self- 
respect, our undaunted courage to withstand the evil 
designs of those who hate truth and justice, our unshaken 
allegiance to our God and to the teachings of His Law, 
all derive renewed energy from our attachment to. that 
symbol of our religious and communal life, the Synagogue. 
Our individual submission to the spiritual influence of the 
Sanctuary must inevitably lead to our mind and our con- 
science being governed by the Divine Power, must cause 
us to regulate our life and our actions, our motives and 
our emotions in the face of imminent dangers, by the Law 
of God written upon the tablets of our hearts. And when 
the clouds of the present anxieties and terrors have been 
dispersed, as we pray may speedily happen, by the shining 
rays of the sun of victory and peace “ with healing in its 
wings,” we will the more fully realise that the spirit of 
God dwells in His Sanctuary, and from its inspiration we 
will fill our daily lives with true peace and happiness. For 
“I the Lord thy God will hold thy right hand, saying 
unto thee, Fear not: I will help thee.”

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The Palestine Movement 


WELCOME TO K.H. DELEGATION 
Why the Appeal Was Launched 


The Marchioness of Reading presided on Sunday over 
a meeting of welcome at Grosvenor House, W.1, to the 
Palestine Delegation which has arrived here under the 
leadership of Mr. Leib Jaffe, in connection with the Keren 
Hayesod campaign. 

Lady Reading said that for the last five or six years they had 
had no independent Keren Hayesod campaign in England, so that 
even in normal circumstances it would be an event for them to 
be starting one afresh, But now it was indeed a remarkable 
occasion. In the midst of the greatest war of history, with 
invasion a daily menace before them, the Jews of England 
were yet imitiating a Keren Hayesod campaign. 

There was only one answer as to how and why they could 
launch such a campaign: they were not only Jews, but Zionists, 
and Zionists had that burning zeal within them which made it 
possible for them even in the most crushing, difficult circum- 
stances, still to go on working, living, ty for Eretz Yisrael. 

Mr. Simon Marks said that after much thought and hesita- 
tion, they had come to the conclusion that once again they 
must go into the field and appeal to their friends to rally round 
the cause, bitter and grim though the moment might be. 
efforts they were making would, he hoped, be a clarion call 
to the Jewries of the world, who still remained free. . 

They were appealing for £75,000, he continued. He had had 
the honour of launching that appeal in a series of private letters, 
and so far they had received not less than £25,000 


(applause). 
Scapegoats of History 


At no time in the history of their people had the Jewish 
sition beer so tragic as it was to-day. For Jews, Europe 
ad vanished. They were the scapegoats of history, went on 
Mr. Marks, and would remain so until they could find their 
national soul and spirit in their own country (applause) They 
must turn their eyes away from Europe and direct them to 
the land of Palestine, with which they were concerned to-day 
and for ever. Palestine represented their only hope—a free 
people in a free land, to live, to breathe, to build in peace. 

Mr. Barnett Janner said they were starting a Keren Hayesod 
campaign as patriotic British people, because Zion and Eretz 
Yisrael rebuilt was a moral as well as a physical bastion for 
the Allied Cause, 

Dr. Israel Feldman added a welcome to the delegation ‘on 
behalf, mainly, he said, of what was technically called the non- 
Zionist section of the Jewish Agency. But call themselves what 
they would, in the task before them this very artificial line of 
demarcation had lost its initial purpose (applause). It was 
up to them to resolve firmly that each of them would do his 
best to see that the campaign was crowned with unqualified 
success. 

Mrs. Blanche Dugdale said there was no way in which 
the Jewish people could at this moment give an answer against 
the monstrous and evil thing that was threatening to over- 
shadow the world more clearly and unmistakably than by 
supporting this Keren Hayesod Appeal. : 

Mr. Leib Jaffe, in responding to the welcome, referred to 
the relationship between the Jews and Arabs, and said that 
that relationship was now normal and that they collaborated in 
many spheres—industry, trade, and sport (applause). 

Of the “ Battle of Britain,’ Mr. Jaffe said that they knew in 
Palestine that that battle was the front line of Palestine and 
the front line of all the Jewish people. Their physical and 
moral forces were identified with the British cause, and to help 
Palestine and to give sufficient means to the Keren Hayesod 
and to develop the country, enabling it to withstand the 
present hardships, was their active contribution to the war. 

Mr. J. Kollek, representing the youth of Palestine, also 
responded.

Palestine Jews’ Response to Appeal 


The Jews of Palestine are doing everything in their power 
to assist Great Britain in the present struggle for democracy, 
said Dr. Bernard Joseph, legal adviser to the Jewish 
Agency, in an interview in Montreal, reports the J.T.A. 

“] can tell you something to-day that could not be told

JEWISH STATE PARTY’S PLEA 
FOR UNITY 


A strong plea for a Jewish united national front and for 
one organisation to embrace all Jewish national activities for 
Palestine and the Galut was made by the Chairman, Mr. M. 
Gorowitz, and supported by the two speakers, Mr. J. Fraenkel 
and Dr. M. Lachs, at a meeting organised by the Jewish State 
Party in Stamford Hill recently.

ARAB AND JEWISH JOURNALISTS 
MEET 


Duty of the Press to Lead 
Rapprochement 


Following a call for rapprochement voiced in a “ living 
newspaper,” edited by Mr. Joseph Heftman, a lecture on 
the life and customs of the Beduin has been delivered by 
Mr. Aref el Aref, M.B.E., District Commissioner of Gaza, 
reports the Jewish Telegraphic Agency from Jerusalem. 
After the lecture a Banquet was given by the Jewish 
journalists to their Arab colleagues. 

Mr. Akram Khalidi, a co-editor of Fatastin, on behalf of 
the Arab journalists, thanked their hosts, and added that the 
“ Seventh Great Power” (a phrase used to correspond with 
“The Fourth Estate ") must instruct the people of the Holy 
oe and pave the way for friendly relations between Jews and 

rabs, 

Mr. Aref el Aref said this was the first time in the history 
of Palestine that journalists of the two nations had met thus, 
and added that if they. sought a rapprochement between the 
Jewish and Arab peoples they must first establish friendship 
between themselves. “I myself have probably come into 
collision with some of you,” he continued, “ but always as an 
honest opponent. If you are aiming to turn a new leaf in 
history, you must first seck understanding. Jews must study 
Arabic, just as we must study Hebrew.” 

Following the discussions betWeen the Jewish and Arab 
journalists, it is understood that plans are being considered for 
ed formation of a joint Jewish-Arab Journalists’ Association in 

aiestine.

POLITICAL UNIFORMS AND BADGES 
BANNED 


The: Palestine Orriciat Gazetre has published an Order 
prohibiting the wearing of all uniforms or emblems of polli- 
tical or social organisations except with the special per- 
mission of the authorities. 

The Order becomes effective on April 20. 


An amendment to the Palestine Citizenship Order has been 
gazetted by which the High Commissioner is empowered to 
count periods spent in Government service towards the pre- 
scribed period of two years’ residence in the country. 

A Jewish-Arab Hotel-Owners’ Association has been formed 
at Haifa for the development of their trade. Owners of 
restaurants and cafés also may join. A committee of nine 
members is headed by Mr. Charles V. Boutagy, Christian 
Arab hotelier, who is assisted by Mr. A. Kaufiman, a café- 
owner. 

Mr. M. Novomeysky, managing director of Palestine Potash, 
Ltd.. and his wife reached Palestine from New York in 18 
days by air via San Francisco, New Zealand, Australia, Java, 
Sumatra, Siam, Malaya, Calcutta, Karachi, and Bagdad. 

Nine orphans, whose parents perished in the Salvator 
disaster in the Sea of Marmora, have arrived in Haifa. A 
further twenty-one Jewish immigrants, sixteen of whom are 
from Rumania, have also arrived. 


PALESTINE MOVEMENT continued 
J.N.F. DEBENTURES 
Coupon No. 8 Due for Repayment 


On March 1 (to-morrow) Coupon No. 8 of the 2$ per cent. 
Bearer Debentures issued by the Keren Kayemeth Leisrael, and 


. 5 per cent. of the Debentures drawn for the eighth year in 


succession, will be due for payment. Since 1933, when these 
debentures were issued,. the Keren Kayemeth has made two 
further debenture issues, of which £240,000 was placed in 
Germany in 1934 and £100,000 in Czechoslovakia in 1938. 
About 250 Jews in Germany and Czechoslovakia cquired 
these debentures, Some of the holders apparently saw the 
portents in Germany, and through their holdings created a 
reserve for the day when they would leave their country for 
Palestine; to others the debentures they took up were to repre- 
sent—although they did not realise it at the time—probaoly the 
only money they would manage to save: from the Nazi 
lunderers. Most of these debenture holders are now in 
alestine. 


The tenth annual convention of the Hadassah Organisation of 
Canada has elected Mrs A. Raginsky, of Montreal, President in 
succession to the late Mrs. A. J. Freiman, founder and first 
President of the Organisation.

RETORT TO THE BARON 
Why the J.N.F. Conducts Propaganda 


[From our Correspondent—JCRUSALEM] 


Remarking at a Press conference in Jerusalem that the 
Jewish National Fund was now practically the sole pur- 
chaser of land in Palestine, Mr. M. Ussishkin, President 
of the Fund, recalled in this connection a conversation he 
once had with the late Baron Edmond de Rothschild. The 
Baron had remonstrated with him for conducting propa- 
ganda and publicity, although he (the Baron) worked in 
Palestine without fuss. Mr. Ussishkin réplied: “ Baron, 
give me your cheque-book and I assure you that I will 
also refrain from propaganda for our work! ” 

Mr. Ussishkin was giving an analysis of the tasks confront- 
ing the Jewish National Fund in the war period. He struck 
the key-note of the Jewish National Fund task when he said: 
“If we neglect our activity for only an hour, we shall be 
committing a fatal error." From the day he joined the Hibbath 
Zion Movement, he had demanded that a third of all moncys 
collected should go to the redemption of the land. They had 
made enormous progress since that day, when their budget was 
a mere 18,000 roubles a year, to the present annual income of 
£P.608,000," an achievement by no means negligible at a time 
when European Jewry had in large part been destroyed. 

Now, as then, said Mr. Ussishkin, land redemption stood 
midmost among Jewish problems. Security and increase of 
man-power for the Jewish pulation of Palestine were the 
two other problems facing , but that of land redemption 
was the most vital. 


Land and a Language 


“ Tel-Aviv with a million inhabitants, Haifa with tens of 
thousands of Jews, will constitute only a new ghetto if they 
are not surrounded by Jewish villages,” he said. “ What the 
Jews need, as | have said before, is land under their feet and a 
language on their tongues—land in order to become materially 
independent; language in order to become spiritually 
independent,” 

Mr. Ussishkin dwelt on the efforts made by the Jewish 
National Fund to attract private capital to land acquisition, 
and mentioned the scheme launched last year whereby a group 
of people in England had joined forces with the Fund by 
investing £P.80,000 for this purpose. They had the option 
after the war of retaining the land or selling it to the Jewish 
National Fund. .

CITRUS GROWERS SEEK GOVERNMENT AID 
Sympathetic Consideration Promised 


Three Jewish and three Arab representatives of the Palestine 
citrus-growers, reports Palcor, last week, met a number of high 
Government officials, including the Economic Adviser to the 
Palestine Government, Mr. Walsh, to whom they submitted 
a number of requests regarding the citrus industry. 

The delegation asked for Government loans of £5 a dunam 
for the development of the groves; the protection of growers 
against foreclosure in the case of unpaid mortgages; and the 
reduction of the cost of fuel required for the industry. 

Sympathetic consideration of the requests was promised by 
the Government representatives. 


PREVENTION OF CITRUS WASTAGE 
Specially Treated Wrappers 
[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


Word has been received in Jerusalem from the Department 
of Agriculture of New South Wales, Australia,. that an official 
test of treated fruit wrappers, devised by Dr. A. Farkas, 
senior assistant in the Department of Physical Chemistry at the 
Hebrew University. in Jerusalem, has been successful. The 
purpose of these wrappers is to prevent wastage of citrus fruit 
while in transit. 

Exhaustive tests, lasting eight weeks, showed that the 
— of the fruit was not affected by the wrappers. After 

y had been unwrapped for a few hours, no smell of diphenyl 
(with which the paper is treated) and no taint could be detected 
when the oranges were caten. 


PALESTINE AS CHEMISTRY CENTRE

The recent fifth conference of the Palestine Chemists’ Asso 
ciation was told by its Chairman, Dr. M. Bobtelsky, of the 
Hebrew University, that before long essential chemical 
materials would be manufactured in Palestine, and thus pro- 
vide a tremendous fillip for the industry.

By the passing of Mrs, Frampton, the wife of the Rev. 
S. Frampton, Minister Emeritus of the Old Hebrew Con- 
eo Liverpool has sustained a grievous loss. Mrs.

AMSTERDAM’S NEW GHETTO 
Many Jews Arrested 


Many Jews have been arrested in Amsterdam, Rotter- 
dam, and The Hague as an aftermath of the recent anti- 
Nazi disturbances in Amsterdam, during which a Dutch 
Nazi was said to have been killed. 

Responsibility for this and other recent riots in many parts 
of Holland is laid by the Essen NaTIONAL ZEITUNG, Goering’s 
newspaper, at the door of “ Jews and Conservative elements,” 
who, it declares, “ do everything Possible to add to the exist- 
ing political tension among Dutchmen.” The paper adds that 
the majority of the Dutch population must alko be blamed. 
To suppress this resistance to Germany, it concludes, the first 
step in Holland must be to deal with Dutch Jews according 
to Nazi law, 

One of the Nazi measures, the evacuation of non-Jewish 
esidents from the Jewish quarter of Amsterdam, which the 
lazis plan to turn into a — has already begun,. says the 
NIEDERLANDEN ZeITUNG. The Nazis also demand that the entire 
Jewish Community of Amsterdam be heavily fined for “ pro- 
vokjng” the riots, and a new decree compels Dutch 
population to pay full compensation to German residents for 
the losses suffered by them during the resistance of the Dutch 
Forces to the invasion. Fifty per cent. of the losses are. to be 
paid by the non-Jewish population, and fifty per cent. by the 
Jews, who, say the Nazis, were the real instigators of Dutch 
resistance. 

A Jewish Council has been formed in the Amsterdam Jewish 
quarter, now isolated from the rest of the city. On Nazi 
imstructions, the Council has tssued a warning to Jews that 
the retention of weapons is forbidden. 

Dutch non-Jews are full of indignation at the introduction 
into the city of a regime closely resembling: Nazi rule in 
Poland. 


SLOVAKIA IS “ ARYANISED ”’ 


Orders From Berlin 


The puppet Government of Slovakia has been forced by 
its masters in Berlin to enact an anti-Jewish decree which 
embraces practically all the Jew-laws of the Third Reich. 

A Government department has been created with the task otf 
registering all Jewish property and of controlling confiscated 
Jewish property. A Central Jewish Committee ts to be formed 
for organising an adequate supply of forced labour 1m accord- 
ance with Government demands, of stimulating Jewish emigra- 
tion, and of attending to the needs ot poor Jews. 

All Jews have been deprived of the right to work, to possess 
real estate, and to attend State educational institutions, 

Ihe status of baptised Jews, and of Aryans ** married to 
Jews, and their children, is to be defined in accordance with 
the Nuremberg Laws. 


Finally. all Jews are to be exiled from the large towns and 
villages. Pending their. removal they are to be confined to 
ghettos. Jewish citizens of the Protectorate of .Bohemia and 


Moravia who live in Slovakia have been ordered to register 
for deportabion, 


VIENNA JEWS FOR LUBLIN 


City to be ** Judenrein”’ by June 

Iravellers returning to Budapest from Vienna report that 
the deportation of Viennese Jews to Poland is reaching huge 
proportions. Fifteen theusand Jews are being sent each 
month to the Lublin reservation; and Baldur von Schirach, 
the Gauleiter of Vienna, boasts that he will make the city 
jiudenrein by June 1, as “a birthday present to the Fuhrer.” 

Masses of Jews from Polish provincial towns are now stream- 
ing into the Warsaw ghetto, says the Polish Jewish Gazeta 
Zypowska. Thousands are lodged in Jewish public buildings 
The Community, which is able to give free food to only 1,500 
of them, has been granted a loan by the State Bank, with 
Jewish-owned real estate as security. 

Ihe Nazis are contemplating the expulsion of all Jews from 
Dombrowa, Bendin, Sosnowice, and other towns in their 
neighbourhood, as a result of their incorporation in the Reich. 
It ts not yet known where the exiles are to be sent. 

Jews in the Lodz. ghetto (numbering. according to Nazi 
statistics, about 156,000) did not receive, during the week end- 
ing February 2, even the scanty food rations usually allotted 
to them 

A new German company has been established in Lodz to 
take control of the property of the Jewish exiles. The LirzMann- 
starorer of Lodz, reports that 24,4870 Polsh-——and 
Jewtsh-owned businesses have so far been confiscated, and are 
now being run by 3,000 German administrators. 


NORWAY’S ANTI-NAZIS 


The Nazi rulers of Norway have handed over to the Quisling 
Party the control of all libraries in the country. One of the 
first acts of the Quisimertes was to order the removal of books 
by Jewish authors. 

Hitler's Mein Kampf 
in Norwegran schools. 

But Nazi etlorts to browbeat the Norwegians into compli 
with their ideas have failed. Demonstrations in the cinema 
agaist pro-Nazi and anti-Semitic films continue. The public 
either totally. boycotts such films or else crowds to them and 
organises effective antr-Nazi protests. 

The Nazis in Trondheim have suspended a local newspaper 
for criticising the anti-Jewish crusade, and the editor has been 
arrested. In Bergen and C hristiansand, the Nazis also adopted 
reprisals against newspapers which ventured to express 
sympathy with the Jews.

CZECH JEWS ABROAD 


A delegation of the National Counci! of Jews from Czecho- 
slovakia 1s shortly going from Britain to the Unnted States to 
inform American Jewry of the efforts bemg made to secure 
national minority rights in the future Czechoslovakian State 
as well as adequate representation in the Czechoslovak State 
Council. 

At a mecting of the National Council which was addressed 
by Mr. Barnett Janner, it was decided to extend the Council's 
activities in the political, cultural, and social spheres. 

A Committee has been formed in Palestine, on the initiative 
of Dr. A. Frischer, former President of the Jewish Party, and 
ex-Deputies Dr. A. Goldstein and Dr. Ch. Kugel, to act as a 
link between the London Committee of Czechoslovak Jews and 
their co-nationals in Paiestine, 


CZECH JEW-BAITER RECANTS 
Nazi Propaganda Fiasco 


A sensation has been caused in the Protectorate of 
Bohemia and Moravia by the retirement from political life 
of the Fascist leader, General Gajda. In private con- 
versations the General is reported to have expressed his 
regret at his former co-operation with the anti-Semitic 
Czech Fascist elements, who had proved themselves to be 
merely slaves or paid servants of Nazi Germany. 

Further convincing proof of the failure of the Nazi attempt 
to foment anti-Semitism in the Protectorate is furnished by an 
angry article in the Ceske Stovo of Prague, Under the head- 
ing, “ Dishonest Aryans,” it fulminates against Czechs of local 
standing, including public officials, who continue to maintain 
friendly relations with Jews in provincial towns. It is urged 
that disciplinary action be taken against such people, and that 
the Jews themselves should be warned to break off all relations 
with Czechs. “ Such people who consort with Jews can be 
regarded,” it says, “as voluntary agents of England and as 
internal enemies of the regime of the Reich.” 

Another article, this time in the PRaGerR ZEINTUNGSDIENST, 
complains that many Czechs fail to understand the Jewish 
problems, inasmuch as they continue to have friendly relations 
with Jews, believing that Czech-speaking should be 
treated as Czechs and permitted to enjoy civic rights. The 
offenders, the paper complains, still hold the liberal democratic 
view that the Jewish problem does not exist, but is merely an 
invention of the anti-Semites. It is vital, it concludes, to rid 
ourselves of these Jews. 

Particular annoyance has been caused to the Nazis by an 
ingenious form of protest by many Czechs which consists of 
demonstratively reading books by Jewish authors in trains and 
tramears, and then leaving them behind for other Czechs to 
find and circulate. A warning has been tssued in Prague that 
these book- demonstrators are running the risk of being identi- 
fied as pro-British elements and supporters of the Benes 
Government. 


The “ Protector”’ Baron von Neurath, has ordered all 
Polish Jews in the Protectorate to register by to-day. It 
is believed that they will be deported to Poland. 


CONSCRIPTED IN POLISH ARMY 


Alleged ‘** Deserter’’ Who Never 


Served 


Following representations by Mr. S. S. Silverman, M.P., 
Fdmund Selzer. a 20-year-old Polish Jewish student, has 
been released from the Polish Army in Britain. 

Scizer, who claimed that he had been legally 
offered w join the British Army, but refused to serve with the 
Poles because, he alleged, many of the officers were anti-Semitic. 

Mr. Silverman stated. after asking questions in the House of 
Commons, that unless he received satisfaction regarding the 
detention of Selzer he would apply for a writ of Habeas Corpus. 

According to the News Curonicre, Selzer was taken in the 
middle of December to the headquarters of the Polish Military 
Police in London and then under escort to a Polish military 
barracks. 

Selzer protested but was told that he was a deserter, that he 
would be tricd by a British-Polish Commission and would 
probably lose his nationality 

The Polish military authorities told the News Curonicte re- 
porter at the time that Selzer was a deserter from the Polish 
Army in France, and also said that by arrangement with the 
British Government they had power to conscript Polish nationals 
living in Britain, if they were of military age and physically fit. 

Investigation by the News CuHronicte showed that Selzer 
had come to England in 1938, had never been out of the country 
since, and had never served in the Polish Army. 

These facts were given to the War Office and the attention 
of the British authorities was also drawn to a statement by 
Su Edward Grigg, Joint Under-Secretary for War, in the House 
of Commons last August, that there was no power to con- 
script foreign nationals living in Britain. 

Scizer states that four other men who had been similarly con- 
scripted have also now been released. “I have been informed,” 
he added, “that the Polish C onsulate will now give me permis- 
sion to join the British Army. 


* SUPPORT FOR REFUGEES IN PALESTINE 


The Polish Government has agreed, following conversations 
with Dr. Schwarzbart, the Jewish member of the Polish National 
Council, to take the responsibility for the support of two 
hundred of the Polish Jewssh. refugees who escaped to Pales- 
tine. £14,400 has been allotted to cover thetr support during 
1941. -As tor the remaining Polish refugees in Palestine, num- 
bering about 250, the Polish Consul in Palestine has been in- 
Structed to inquire into their financial position, and the Polish 
Government will then consider the matter. 

A special school tor the children of non-Jewish Poles has 
been opened in Tel-Aviv —the only Christian school -in the town. 


POLISH JEWS IN U.S.A, 


Tribure to Dr. Schwarzhkart 


In the course of a communication issued by the Federation 
of Polish Jews in the United States and addressed to Dr. 
Schwarzbart, the Jewish representative on the Polish National 
Council, the Federation declares: “ We ‘are glad to realise 
that as representative of Polish Jewry you have succeeded, in 
this critical period of our history, in directing the efforts of 
the Polish Government and the Polish people in exile to a 
consolidation of the Jewish question. We, for our part, are 
always ready to help the Polish cause, which is at the present 


time one of the most important items in the struggle for the 
future free world.’ 


NAZIS STEAL BELGIAN DIAMOND 
INDUSTRY 

The Nazi authorities in Belgium have delivered another 
blow to the Jews by deciding to expel them from the diamond 
industry and replace them by German settlers. A new order 
requires all Jews engaged in the industry in Antwerp to 
surrender their tools so that they can be handed to the 
Germans. The Nazis’ action is resented not only by the Jews, 
who have toiled for many years to develop the Belgian 
diamond industry, but also by the Belgians, who are alarmed 
at the Nazi preparations to monopolise the industry. 


Meanwhile, Belgian and Dutch refugees are at work building 
up the diamond mdustry in Britain. 


Jews with Belgian decorations for alistinguished services to 
their country have been ordered to return them to _ the 
authorities. All pensiens granted to them have been cancelled. 
Jews have also been forbidden to display the Belgian flag. 
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DISUNITED AMERICAN JEWRY 


Storm Over Disbanded Appeal 
ZIONISTS DENOUNCE “ TRAITORS ” 


American Jewry has been profoundly disturbed by the ° 


dissolution of the American United Jewish Appeal, follow- 
ing the failure of negotiations for the renewal of the Appeal 
for 1941. It had been announced (as reported in Tue 
Jewish CHRONICLE last month) that the Joint Distribution 
Committee, the United Palestine Appéal, and the National 
Refugee Service—the three bodies formerly united in the 
Appeal-—would continue their work with separate appeals 
for funds, but in cordial relationship with one another. 
Nevertheless, controversy over the split has been raging 
on public Jewish platforms and in the columns of the 
Jewish Press. 

Addressing the National Conference for Palestine in Washing- 
ton, Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver, President of the United Palestine 
Appeal, attacked the administration of the United Jewish Appeal. 
from which, he said, the U.P.A. had withdrawn because of 
a failure to grant Palestine a fair share of the total contribu- 
tions. Reviewing events leading up to the split, Dr. Silver laid 
the blame for “ niggardly “ treatment of Palestine on the 
influence of “our philanthropic potentates and their profes- 
sional henchmen" who, he alleged, opposed Palestine as a 
visionary scheme. 

Events in Europe had proved the fallibility of “ the practical 
schemes of territorialists,” said Dr. Silver. 100,000 “ hypo- 
thetical settlers in the Dominican Republic, he added, had 
received more publicity than the 450,000 actual settlers in 
Palestine. He described as “traitors " Jews Who failed to con- 
tribute to Palestine support because of non-Zionist views, and 
expressed the conviction that “ the Zionist movement will be able 
to take care of tts own needs.” 

The U.P.A, has made public a resolution adopted by its 
Administrative Cogymittee expressing disapproval of a request 
issucd to local fund committees by Mr. Sidney Hollander, 
President of the Couhcil of Federations and Welfare Funds, 
urging them to withhold making commitments on their 1941 
campaigns until a national budgeting body, which Mr. Hollander 
has proposed, ts established to recommend allocations to local 
communities. 

The resolution expresses “profound disapproval” of this 
“ premature action on the part of the President of the Council 
on the ground that it secks to arrogate to the Council the 
function of decision in matters of budgeting, and that if its 
President's advice were followed it would at: once paralyse 
the 1941 campaign of the United Palestine Appcal-—-as well as 
of other bodies—until the so-called budgeting body would render 
@s report, which could not be presented before late in 1941.” 


“ Unqualified Opposition ” 


Recording the United Palestine Appeal's “unqualified opposi- 
tion “ to such a programme, the resolution adds: “ We question 
the right of the President of the Council to advise Communities 
to withhold making their budget until they have heard from 
the Council, and we give notice that we intend to apprise our 
friends throughout the country of the destructive consequences 
that must flow from the proposed transformation of the Council 
from an impartial to an interested body, and from its un- 
warranted and unprecedented interference in the normal pro- 
gress of local 1941 campaigns throughout the country.” Mean- 
while, the dissolution of the United Jewish Appeal has drawn 
strong protests from a number of prominent Jewish leaders 

Mr. Morris Simon, a Washington attorney and for the past 
five years head of the U.J.A. drive in the capital, urged that 
efforts to continue the United Appeal be reopened with new 
_ Megotiators. He pointed out that in Washington the joint 
appeal for funds had resulted in a total Contribution of as 
much as seven times the average annual procecds previous to 
its establishment. 

Rabbi Emil W. Leipziger, President of the Central Conference 
of American Rabbis, has issued a statement describing the dis- 
solution of the United Appeal as “a major defeat of the basic 
 * for unity in the heart of the American Jew.’ 

eadiness to negotiate with Zionist odics for the restora- 
tion of a united Jewish relief campaign has been expressed in a 
resolution passed by the National Conference of the American 
Joint Distribution Committee, attended by over a_ thousand 
communal leaders. The new Chairman of the Joint, in succes- 
sion to Mr. Paul Baecrwald retired, is Mr. Edward Warburg. 


A Referendum 


It was announced last’ Friday that Mr. Hollander’s plan to 
establish a national advisory budgeting service to assist local 
communitics in allocating funds to national and overseas 
agencies is to be submitted to a referendum of the 203 groups 
holding membership in the Council of Jewish Federations and 
Welfare Funds. 

Representatives of the Joimt Distribution Committee, the 
United Palestine Appeal and the National Refugee Service, have 
given assurances that they will not undertake independent cam- 
paigns in Welfare Fund cities in 1941. 

e agencies of the Council, located in 167 cities, will reocive 
the budgeting service plan with a supporting majority report 
and an opposing minority report. Action will be asked for 
by April 1 

The majority report also recommends immediate steps to- 
wards the re-establishment of the United Jewish Appeal in 
1941, in response to “the overwhelming desire of the Welfare 
Funds and their contributors “ throughout the country. Although 
no united fund may materialise this year, local communities 
should continue to do thei: utmost in support of overseas and 
refugee agencies, the report declares.

THE COMMUNITY OF 
THE FUTURE 


IF THERE is one thing that all are agreed upon, 
friend and foe, it is that the old pre-war order of things 
has to go. “ Our little systems ” have “ had their day.” 
They have only led humanity into a most inhuman 
castastrophe. And so they must “cease to be.” 

Hitler's New Order is simply a sailing back, under 
the Jolly Roger, into barbarism and slavery; and there 
will be short shrift for that piratical crew when they 
are caught. In Britain it is round a new social order 
that debate is -characteristically centring. Our own 
Community, too, is seriously and most properly con- 
cerned for the new and better order that it prays may 
open for the martyred Jewries, once anti-Semitism 
has been proved, in defeat, a blood-stained delusion 
and the road only to suffering and anarchy. Our 
leaders have indeed set themselves to produce 
suggestions, if. not plans, for the future of Jewry in 
general. Yet, strangely enough, very little thinking 
along similar lines appears to be engaged upon tor 
English Jewry itself. 

It cannot, surely, be that everyone is_ perfectly 
content with. the pre-war methods and ts therefore 
prepared to go back to them, if he can, when peace 
comes—just as though nothing had happened in the 
interval to suggest even a doubt. There is one supreme 
argument against such child-like complacency. Dr. 
NATHAN Morris recently complained that our religious 
education has never been planned. The same criticism 
applies to all the departments of the pre-war communal 
life. The Communal organisation simply grew up— 
somehow, and very much anyhow. It was, and largely 
is, a bundle of improvisations. 
have been few, if any. 


Its radical changes 
Its patriarchal system, under 
which the many were believed to owe very much to a 
handful of wealthy and disinterested men, still sur- 
vives, though it is being ever more hotly challenged. 

The intense individualism which kills all team work 
and defies all rationalisation of our religious, educa- 
tional, and charity system, still flourishes rankly. And 
in all the things that together are the sum of collective 
Anglo-Jewish existence, the Community. flounders, 
uncertain of its goal, without an idea of what it wants 
or how to get it. In an era in which planning ahead 
is everywhere the great and accepted principle of sage 
and provident government, we alone have no _ plans, 
and, with the needy knife-grinder, exclaim: “ Bless 
you, Sir, we've no story to tell.” Obviously, that is not 
the road to survival, It is the road to a fresh sea of 
problems and troubles, where even the old leadership 
may be too played-out to give a lead—to fresh impro- 
visations leading nowhere in particular, unless it be to 
chaos. 

We have got to part with this lackadaisical attitude. 
If we do not, the circumstances of the post-war world 
may very inconsiderately shake us out of it. We may 
never again have the chance to sort out our ideas and 
think out the great problems of reconstruction, so we 
had better begin now. If the present is not too early 
to plan for the new Jewry that is to supersede the 
wreck of Continental Jewry, it is not premature to 
make a start with the reconstituting of our own com- 
munal organisation. The tasks to which we have to 
address ourselves stare us in the face—mournfully, if 
not reproachfully. There is the sphere of religion—~ 
the regrouping of our Synagogues, the training of a 
religious ministry, the reform of our ecclesiastical 
system, the recall of the straying sheep, and the 
clarification of our religious ideas in the light of 
modern conditions. There is the sphere of religious 
education—how to rescue that Cinderella from its 


demeaning place on the communal kitchen hearth, how 
to compile a syllabus fitted to the circumstances of 
to-day and create an educational organisation that will 
commend itself to orderly and intelligent modern minds. 


In the philanthropic sphere, as indeed in all, we 


have to reconsider, in terms of the altered economic 
conditions which will follow the war, the whole of the 
methods by which funds are raised; to rearrange and, 
if necessary, prune our charities; to think out the class 
of institutions which it is our duty to support and the 
class which we may perhaps feel justified in dispensing 
with—having regard especially to the new social prin- 
ciples which are now in favour and the steady 
encroachment of the State on the functions of the 
private charity field. In the spheres of industry and the 
professions, we have to re-aline our affiliations. And 
in that of politics we have to hammer out some way of 
interesting the Jewish masses in the subject of their 
own government, to get clearer ideas on the misty 
question of assimilation, to define our functions and 
position in our relation to the larger Jewish problems. 

What is written above, has, of course, no more than 
touched the main features in a very vast field. Other 
aspects of communal planning exist in profusion. But 
perhaps the overriding one of all is the question of 
education. Jewish education is the key to all our 
difficulties; education. not only of the young, but also of 
the adult. in his duties as a Jew and in the new order of 
ideas that ts to rule the life of the citizen. 

Has not the hour come for earnest and diligent 
inguiry into the needs of the new time in each and 
every one of the fields named, and at least for the 
presentation of suggestions, if not of more detatled 
proposals? That ts what the State is doing. That is 
what our Community is trying to do in connection with 
the future of Jewry in the wider sense. If it ts right 
and proper in the case of all Jewry, why ts it wrong for 
our own Community? Why must plans tor English 
Jewry wait? 


KEREN HAYESOD'S PROMISING START 


Int excellent start made by the Keren Havyesod Appeal, 
as evidenced in the first list of subscriptions published in 
this issue, is an unmistakable tribute to the organisation and 
eniereys which have been behind the Appeal, as well as to 
the persuasive enthusiasm of the Delegation which is here 
from Palestine to support it. But to a very great extent, of 
course, the way to success has been prepared by the 
work of the Foundation Fund itself, which has been and 1s 
an immense factor in the creation of the Yishuv, and 
which has breathed into revival plans the breath of life. 
There as, however, One more and potent reason why the 
response to the Keren Hayesod Appeal has already proved 
so gencrous. The givers have not been animated by the 
motive of charity. Nor, indeed, have they been approached 
in the Rachmanut spirit. They have regarded themselves 
not as purveyors Of mercy but as the builders of a new 
Judea in their own ultimate interests, not as workers for 
the day but as toilers for the future, the far future of their 
children’ and ther children’s children. Their contributions 
to the cause have therefore been made not merely in the 
spirit of the philanthropist, but im that of the general 
cHizen who regards taxation tor education, social reform, 
or the war to be discharged with 
cheerful readiness. And therein hes a moral which British 
Jewry must absorb if it is ever to face with success the 
obligations which press upon it at the moment, and the 
sull heavier ones which will fall due when the. war is 
ended and the hour of reconstruction ts at hand. 


as a civic obligation 


THE CHARITY COMPLEN 


Ir is of mncalculable importance that this sense of national 
obligation, this willingness to view subscriptions as 
voluntary or self-taxation in pursuance of high communal 
purpose, should be encouraged and promoted to the utmost. 
In past years charity almost ruled our communal life. It 
was almost the be-all and end-all of the communal exist- 
ence as such. It satisfied immediate needs. It soothed 
many consciences. And it~ put paid © to many indiscretions 
and backslidings. But charity, good as it may be in season, 
and likely to be always indispensable, does not avail in 
meeting the problems that are looming up for Jewry. These 
must be faced rather in the spirit of statesmanship and will 


entail sacrifices such as statesmen ask and citizens accept. 


We have to stop thinking im terms of beggary and substitute 
those of taxation imposed for purposes without which our 
survival is precarious and our prospects obscure. It is for 
want of a clear recognition of this distinction that the 
Deputies’ Appeal is languishing. The Community realised 
that Palestine was an integral part of a tolerable Jewish 
future and must therefore be helped. It forgot that unless 
the communal ship in this country is helped to steady itself 
in the storms of the Diaspora, Palestine must go short of the 
money from here and the time must arrive when Palestine 
fund-raising delegations will ask in vain. The more urgent 
the needs of the Keren Hayesod, the more urgent are those 
of the Deputies’ Appeal to preserve the Community from 
which the urgent Zionist needs are in part to be met. 
Regarded in this sense it may be possible to resolve the 
clash of appeals henceforward—though the past damage 
remains. 


ONLY ONE BLESSING? 


MEANWHILE the response to the Keren Hayesod Appeal 
goes to show that the Community has not been squeezed 
quite so dry as has been imagined, and that money can still 
be obtained for a cause that is good, if the plea is rightly 
directed and energetically sustained. The response to the 
Foundation Fund's call is gratifying., But does it really 
mark the end of Jewish public-spirited generosity, perhaps 
to the exclusion, in some cases, of the Deputies’ Appeal? 
“ Hast theu but one blessing, my father? bless me, even me 
also,” must surely be the wistful cry of Woburn House at 
this moment. It is not too late to hear it, and to answer it 
alike with understanding and good sense. It is to buttress 
our Community against danger, and in particular to preserve 
its faith alive. That, we repeat, is not charity. It is just 
common-sense and forward-looking statesmanship. 


THE FUTURE OF POLISH JEWRY 


A CORESPONDENT this week, writing with regard to 
a book on Poland to which reference appeared in these 
columns, argues that it is not true to say that any study of 
the Polish Jewish question involving the examination of 
organised entigration as a solution of it is-incompatible with 
the promise of full equality for Polish Jewry after the war 
recently made by the Polish Government. She contends 
that the Polish Jewish problem will continue to exist despite 
Government declarations and sincere efforts on the part of 
the most liberal of Administrations. This is perfectly true. 
Deep-seated, or at any rate long-propagated, animosities 
cannot suddenly be conjured away by verbal announcements 
or even written treaties. Nor is it possible to suppose that 
all organised Jewish emigration after the war must be ruled 
out as a breach of the declaration of equality. Nobody can 
say what vast corrective measures, including great migra- 
tions, may be possible before order is brought into the 
present European chaos. To apm 8 at the outset that 
Polish Jews should all remain in or %eturn to their national 


domicile, whatever the circumstances, is merely 


unreasonable but dangerously stupid. It might well be in’ 


the interests of Jews themselves for their own authorities 
to arganise a voluntary Jewish emigration—indeed for years 
past such work has been vigorously pursued by various 
Zionist bodies. What would, however, be a flagrant and 
unmistakable denial of Jewish equality in Poland would be 
an\thing in the nature of an enforced Jewish emigration, 
under cover of the excuse of making more room for other 
Polish citizens. It would be such a denial even if it were 
carried Out with the utmost efficiency and humanity, and 
even if it brought ultemate advantage to the Jews.

Jews must and will reasonably claim is that all 
migrations must start from the strict’ premise of 
Jewish tree-will, if the Polish Government's promise 18 to 
be honoured. Granted this, and given the resources (which 
public policy in democratic States ought, in their own long- 
range interests, to supply) and the lands to which to go, 
there 1s no reason why a very considerable Polish Jewish 
moyement overseas should not develop in the post-war 
period. But--and this must be understood by the Poles — 
Jews the world over know only too well that enforced 
emigration from Poland of Jews alone would set an example 
to every Government or political clique in Europe which 
chose to think or found it paid to preach that its difficulties 
would be relieved if its Jews were got rid of. . From such 
a policy only the direst disaster and misery could follow 
and surely by now statesmen must have learnt that political 
justice is every bit as indivisible as peace, that every State is 
in stark truth and in tts own interests its brothers’ keeper. 
One thing may be added with some certainty. All popula- 
tion problems are gomg to call for a lot of hard thinking 
when peace returns. It will have to be broad and construc- 
tive thinking, too, to which Jews must be prepared in good 
time to make a helpful and worthy contribution. 


FURHRIOUSER AND FUERHRIOUSER! 

Ine absence of much of the usual blood and thunder 
from the Dictators’ latest harangues, and in particular from 
the Duce’s pitiful apologia for a worse than wasted life, 
points. clearly. to the change which has come over the 
military scene. But the. Fijhrer still evinced all his old 
love of projecting his own evil passions into the minds 
of his victims and opponents, as an excuse for assaulting 
them. Thus he told his audience that before he came 
“the Jews divided the nation, and incited every man 
against his neighbour.” Of course, this is the very thing 
which German propaganda and intrigue have succeeded in 
doing in every one of the countries he has subsequently 
overrun and crushed. In point of fact, there is just as much 
truth in the allegation as in the announcement made in the 
same speech, with every dramatic embellishment, that 
215,000 tons of British shipping had been sunk by the 
Germans in the previous two days—a statement which 
authorities in this country soon reduced to a more than 
usually ardent piece of wishful thinking on Hitler’s part. In 
another part of his diatribe the Fiihrer contented himself 
merely with the usual lie. “ We,” he declared, “are not 
fleecing others.” Indeed? He has never despoiled Jews of 
their property, it would seem! And the captive countries 
have never seen their food and other supplies thieved from 
them and sent for the German “Herrenvolk” to enjoy! The 
fellow’s faith in a thundering lie has evidently become 
pathological. However, when he declared that “ those who 
think that they can prevent the rising of the people by 
waging war will find that they have only speeded it up *: he 
wandered perhaps, for once, nearer the truth. Even the 


German worm may turn one day—and that day perhaps 
not too distant!

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PROF. BRODETSKY AT GLASGOW 


Asks for Generous Support of Deputies’ 
Appeal 


[From our Correspondent} 


Professor S. Brodetsky visited Glasgow last week on 
behalf of the Board of Deputies’ Appeal, and addressed 
a large meeting in the local Jewish Institute. He urged his 
audience to give their generous support to the scheme. 

in his address Professor Brodetsky declared that when victory 
came there would be only two bodies of Jews who would be 
able to do something on behalf of world Jewry—the Jews in the 
United States and those in Britain. They would insist on getting 
Palestine, and also on their rights in every country in the world. 

The solution of the Jewish problem, proceeded the speaker, 
would depend to a great extent on Jewish dignity and self- 
respect. Hitler had destroyed every other Jewish Community 
in Europe. Let it not be recorded that for lack of a few 
* chekels ” the Jews of Britain were destroyed by their own 
sheer carelessness. 

Professor Brodetsky pointed out that more than half of the 
appeal was for religious education and the establishment of 
hostels for evacuated children. It was of vital importance 
that these boys and girls should grow up with a knowledge 
of what Judaism really means and stands for. 

Appealing to the local Community to raise 10 per cent. of 
the sum required, Dr. Brodetsky contrasted the prosperity and 
comparative safety of Glasgow with the “ blitzed " towns in 
other parts of the country, and said he thought it was only 
fair and reasonable that they should come :to the aid of their 
less fortunate coreligionists in the bombed areas. 

Mr. B. Strump, J.P., President of the Glasgow Jewish Repre- 
sentative Council, under whose auspices the meeting was held, 
pledged the wholchearted support of the. Council for the 
scheme, and announced that they would hold a special meeting 
for the purpose of furthering the campaign. 

Ihe Rev. Dr. IL. K, Cosgrove, Garnethill Synagogue, the Rev. 
M. S. Simmons, Pollokshields Synagogue, and Mr. J. Sachs, J.P., 
also spoke in support of the appeal. | 
_ Professor Brodetsky also visited Ayr, and addressed a mect- 
ing at Westficld House. Sir Maurice Bloch, J.P.. who presided, 
said that the local Community would do all they could to aid 
the project 


Intensive Campaign Planned

be launched immediately in the city, An Appeal Committee 
has been formed with Sir Maurice Bloch, J.P... as Chairman 
Mr. M. Black, Treasurer, and Mr. A. Stone.

Plans for the drive were discussed at a meeting of the local 
Jewish Representative Council on Sunday. when Sir Maurice 
said that they must impress upon the Community the vital 
‘amportance of giving their wholehearted support to the appeal. 
So far as Glasgow was concerned they must adopt a new 
perspective, and they should utilise the services of Synagogues, 
trade organisations, ete., and enlist the support of every 
member of the Community in order to expedite the effort.

GLASGOW INSTITUTE’S OPTIMISM 
i-xtensive Scheme of Improvements 


Although war conditions have meant the curtailment of 
several of its main activities, the Glasgow Jewish Institute 
takes an optimistic view of the future-——an example which 
might well commend itself to other Communal organisa- 
tions. At the annual meeting of the Club last week it was 
decided to draw up plans for an extensive scheme of 
improvements to be carried out at the South Portland 
Street premises. 

Mr. R. E. Lyons, who submitted the proposal, said that the 
suggested alterations would provide additional accommodation 
for meetings and other functions, which would produce an 
increase in the. Club's revenue. The expenditure involved 
would be met out of the Building Fund Reserve. 

A heavy fall in revenue for the year ending September, 1940, 
was reported by Mr. J. Mandel, Treasurer, who stated that 
this was chiefly due to the closing of the Club for five months 
following an outbreak of fire, and to the absence of 400 
members in the Forces. Membership fees totalled £271, com- 
pared with £695 in the preceding year, while the revenue from 
the bar was only £477, against £1,093 for 1938-39. Income 
from the billiards section fell from £609 to £135, socials from 
£266 to £74. and hall donations from £127 to £9 9s. 

_The secretarial report, which had been prepared by Mr. B. 
Casson, who has resigned owing to war duties, and was 
preeented by Mr. Lyons, stated that an average of 120 members 
of H.M. Forces were entertained to tea in the Club every 
Sunday, while the Comforts Fund had sent parcels to 320 Club 
members in the Forces. and a grant was being made to the 
Red Cross for those who were prisoners of war. Comforts 
were also sent to all Jewish soldiers in local hospitals, to whom 
Visits were arranged by the Ladies’ Section, 

Mr. M. Black, who presided, read a letter from Sir Maurice 
Bloch, J.P., who! on behalf of the local Jewish War-Services 
Committee, expressed deep appreciation of the hospitality 
extended to the service men by the Club.

HARMONY OF FAITH AND REASON 


At the invitation of the students of the Congregational and 
United Free Church College, Hope Terrace, Edinburgh, Rabbi 
Dr. Salis Daiches delivered a lecture last week in the College 
Library on “Jewish Thinkers Throughout the Ages.” The Rev. 
Professor D.. Russell Scott presided. 

Dr. Daiches surveyed the tendencies of Jewish philosophical 
thought from Biblical times to the present day, and 
connection between reason and faith, specumtiou ang 
tion, in the metaphysical and ethical theories of Jewish thinkers. 
Both Philo and Maimonides, he said, made use of the systems 
of Greek philosophers in order to harmonise Jewish religious 
teaching with the prevalent speculative and ethical theories, 
and made room for inspiration and intuition in the same way 
as Kant and Bergson did in modern times, Even Spinoza 
could not escape these tendencies, and although many people 
found it difficult to reconcile Spinoza’s “ pantheism ” with his 
“intellectual love of God,” there was no doubt that the 
philosopher himself experienced no such difficulty, and that to 
him God was real—just because He could be identified with 
nature. 

It was the outstanding merit of Jewish thinkers that they did 
not assume two kinds of truth, and did not divide the human 
mind into two separate parts, one concerned with secular 
knowledge and speculation, and the other with religious 
doctrine and theological theses. During the nineteenth 
century, Dr. Daiches continued, it might have seemed as if 
faith and reason would become more and more estranged 
from each other, and that one would in the end stifle or crush 
the other. Authoritative exponents of Judaism had never 
admitted the reality of this antagonism, but it was gratifying to 
note that it was due to Bergson and Einstein that science and 
philosophy had _ been demonstrated wn our time to 
compatible with faith based on intuition and inspiration,

MOVE TO STRENGTHEN LEEDS 
RABBINATE 


Every Congregant to Contribute 
UNITED COUNCIL PROPOSED 


[From our Correspondent] 


At the invitation of the officers of the United Hebrew 
Congregation, a conference of the representatives of all 
the Synagogues in Leeds took place last week at the 
communal offices. Mr. S. Wolfson, Hon. Life President, 
presided. 

Mr. D. I. Sandelson, President of the United Hebrew Con- 
gregation, said that he desired to carry a stage further the 
policy of the complete unification of the Community by bring- 
ing about a United Congregational Council or Federation for 


the better administration of the religious affairs of the 
Community. 
Of the problems in Leeds, the outstanding one was the 


insufficiency of spiritual leaders. With the absence of the Rev. 

». Super, in H.M. Forces, there were only two English- 
speaking Ministers to serve a Community of some 25,000 or 
more Jewish souls. 

The representations of the Community to their neighbours 
had always been undertaken by the Minister of the United 
Hebrew Congregation who, during the past 12 months in 
particular, had been called into consultation by civic and other 
authorities, Problems of evacuation, refugees, and other secular 
matters had absorbed a great deal of energy, and the dissemina- 
tion of Hebrew religious teaching and the promotion of Jewish 
cultural activity had suffered in consequence 

He had also heard, with regret, of the instability of such 
ecclesiastical authority as existed in Leeds, due to lack of 
young virile qualified Rabbis whose authority would be 
accepted by the orthodox Community, but whose spiritual 
influence would be felt by the wider Community It was 
deplorable that there were in their midst probably hundreds, if 
not thousands, of Jews who. although they contributed to a 
Synagogue or a, Jewish Burial Society, nevertheless contributed 
little or nothing directly, or indirectly, to the maintenance of 
the clergy and Ecclesiastical authority m Leeds. That 
required to be remedied. 

The solution, said Mr. Sandelson, was the establishing of a 
powerfully manned Rabbinate and ecclesiastical authority 
which should be maintained by the Leeds United Congrega- 
tional Council, comprising every Congregation in the 
Community. That Council would have the work of the Board 
of Shechita as one of its constituent functions, and the funds 
would be available to the Council. The next function would 
be to form a Jewish Religious Educational Board which would 
be the guiding force in the Hebrew and Religious instruction 
of the young im their midst. The Ministers at present attached 
to Congregations would be reappointed by the United Con- 
gregational Council—the effect of which would be that the 
Rabbinate, including the Ministers, would be independent of 
any individual congregation, but would become the servants 
of the Community as a whole 


An Independent Rabbinate 


This, of course, would mean that the respective congregations 
would contribute towards the upkeep of the Rabbinate on a 
per capita basis. In that way, each member of the Community, 
poor and rich alike, would have the satisfaction of knowing 
that he was directly contributing to the proper spiritual and 
religious administration of the Community. An independent 
Rabbinate, free from fear or favour, unfettered by the personal 
influence of highly placed individuals, was a great ideal which 
he hoped to see realised not only in Leeds, but in every Anglo- 
Jewish centre. 

In the discussion which followed Mr. Sandeclson’s proposals, 
Mr. S. Adler (Beth Hamedrash Hagodel) said the fulfilment 
of them would carry Leeds into the forefront of world Jewries: 
Mr, |. Walsh (Chapeltown) hoped Mr. Sandelson would perse- 
vere until a co-ordinated scheme was brought into fruition; 
and Mr |. Labovitch (Chevra Tehillim) said there were 
practical difficulties in the way of further taxation of members, 
but the object was praiseworthy and every effort should be 
made to bring tt.about. Mr. C. Freeman (Louis Street) said 
the Board of Shechita, of which he was Treasurer, was, in fact, 
composed of the representatives of all the congregations, and 
it only needed to widen its powers to attain what Mr. Sandelson 
had in mind: Mr. Corer (Beth Hamedrash Hagodel) said he 
would work hard for the attainment of the ideal set forth by 
Mr. Sandelson; and Mr. Masser (Jewish Burial Society) said 
that he could speak for the Jewish youth of Leeds, who looked 
askance at the nonchalant way in which ecclesiastical affairs 
were administered in the Community, and desired a Rabbinate 
that would command respect. and authority. Mr. Maurice 
Stross and Mr. Henry Freedman supported the proposals. 

A resolution was unanimously adopted accepting Mr. Sandel- 
son's suggestions im principle and decided that a committee of 
five be appointed to formulate a detailed scheme.

LEST THE PUBLIC SHOULD KNOW 


Fear of Press at Cardiff Meetings 
SUPPRESSORS OVERBORNE 


[From our Correspondent] 


The annual meeting of members of the Cathedral Road 
Congregation, held on Sunday at the Isaac Samuel Memorial 
Hall, was a noisy, and at times chaotic, session, during 
which the Shechita dispute, threats of resignation, and violent 
criticism of THe Jtwish CHRONICLE reports figured 
prominently. 

The meeting proper was held up for thirty minutes when 
Mr. H. M. Stone raised the question of the presence of Tye 
JewrsH CuHronicce representative. He spoke of the reports 
of Cardiff affairs in this paper as biased and as not being a 
credit to the congregation, and he suggested that reports before 
appearing in the Press ought to be submitted to the Hon, 
Secretary, the Rev. H. Jerevitch, and the Wardens for approval, 

The Rev. H. Jerevitch strongly condemned the reports and 
said it was high time they were stopped. A member suggested 
that Tee Jewisn CHronicite representative be denicd member- 
ship, so that he would have no right to attend the mectings. 

Mr. Jacob Levi, President, who was in the chair, said no 
one was more grieved than he at the reports, but he considered 
that no such attion could be taken as was suggested. The 
Rev. H. Jerevitch, their Minister and Hon. Secretary, had 
written to THe Jewish CHroniit, but the reply was 
not helptul, 

Mr. Jerevitch suggested that the meeting could adopt a reso- 
lution denying the right of reports being taken. 

Several members urged that THe JewisH CHronicte repre- 
sentative be called upon for an explanation. Mr. R. Simmonds 
rose to protest against such a procedure. No good purpose 
could be servéd by the attack on THe Jrwitst CHRonicte corre- 
spondent. Mr. Joseph Danovitch also deplored the attitude 
taken against the reports, “Hf,” said Mr. Danovitch, ~ we 
conduct ourselves and the meetings with decorum, we get a 
good press.” 

The Chairman then proceeded to give his presidential report, 
and said his term of office had been a very unhappy one. He 
spoke of abuse levelled by a section of the Council. He then 
tendered his resignation 

Mr. Morris Cohen Cormerly Chairman of the Ammantord 
District Council) asked what had happened about the Shechita 
question, on which a decision had been taken last year. Mr 
Levi replicd that nothing had happened and that they were 
still waiting to hear from the Beth Din. 

Mr. Louis H. Shibko, Treasurer, presented the 
statement, which was unanimously adopted 

Mr. David Silver asked if any part of the Shechita income 
was allocated to the Windsor Place Congregation. Mr, Shibko 
replied No.” 

Following criticism by ‘members, Mr. Shibko made com- 
plaints of lack of harmony; and he offered his resignation 

Mr. Jerevitch rose to reply to Mr. Shibko’s attack, and then, 
amidst much commotion, tendered his resignation. He spoke ol 
calling a public meeting .of the whole Jewish Community to 
go mto the causes of the present position. 

Mr. L. Corfan, President of the Beth Hamedrash, and Charr- 
man of the Education Committee, commented that some ot the 
remarks made at the meeting were more disgraceful than the 
reports appearing in THe JewtsH CHronicie. 

So many people left the meeting that by the time nominations 
for the new officers had been called for only a quorum 
remained. Nominations, however, were accepted. The election 
of Hon. Officers and Council will be held on Sunday week in 
the same hall at 3 o'clock !

war,” one paragraph begins, “the Club 
porarily of the services of Mr. J.

carried on single-handed.’ The sixth annual report states, 
“ Year after year these three gentlemen have been ing the 
burden of carrying on the actual running of the club It is 
regretted that no member of the Community has come forward 
to share their task.” The fact that during the whole of the 
seven years’ existence of the Club, no new manager has been 
attracted, nor has the Club succeeded in training a single 
member to assume the responsibilities of leadership, surely 

points to a certain amount of neglect. 

Dr. Cohen stops his quotation at the sentence: “ The 
attendances were quite encouraging.” But the neat sentence 
states that the attendances were se during the week, and 
thirty on Sundays. The second annual report informs us that 
the average attendance of the boys is at least 300, and there 
are @ ade if numbers are a criterion of success, here is further 
evidence of deterioration. Nowhere in these reports is there a 
conception of a club as other than a place for passing the 
time by playing billiards and table tennis, despite an average 
expenditure of public moncy of £300 a year. 

My article has been condemned as ill-timed. I venture to 
sugecst that it was no more ill-timed than any formulation of 
war aims, Jewish peace Ss, or indeed of any plan for the 
creation of the new world order. .The time to begin is the 
present, and much could be done with the children who are 
aticnding the Hebrew School in such small numbers. For 
years teachers have protested that with classes of as many 
as SO and 60, it was impossible to develop the character and 
personality of each individual, Dr. Cohen tells us that one- 
sixth of the normal number are attending the schools. Here 
surcly lics an opportunity for the staff to train the future 
leaders of the Community, and to compensate in quality for 
the incvitably small quantity of future Jewish citizens. 

Dr. Cohen's reply has left me with the uncomfortable feeling 
that he thinks I have exceeded my duties in venturing to write 
a report which fails to add to the prestige of the Community. 
’ But since the days of W. T. Stead, and his disciple Leopold J. 
Greenberg, the Préss has considered it its duty not only to 

raise existing institutions, but to publicise communal grievances, 
initiate teforms, and so make for social progress. If my article 
has stimulated discussion on the education of Jewish youth, so 
tragically neglected in the past, my temerity in writing it will 
have received its reward

In the course of a letter on this subject Mr. Gordon Lesser, 
of 29. Wadhurst Road, Birmingham, 17, writes: 

I would just like to run over the facts again which have 
been so ably stated by your correspondent. Briefly they are that 
the Boys’ and Girls’ Club has ceased its activities altogether. 
The Jewish Lads’ Brigade Cadet Corps membership has dwindled 
to practically nil, there is no Jewish Scout Troop in Birming- 
ham, and there is also no Habonim Group 

Your correspondent only states the facts and not all those: 
he does not attempt to give any reason for this state of affairs 
or any way i which it could be cured 

To my mind the crux of the matter rests with the leaders of 
the Community. Any new movement started in Birmingham 
to stimulate a spirit of Jewishness in Jewish youth not only 
receives no help from the leaders of the Community, but on 
the contrary, is discouraged by them. 

As regards interest in Habonim I myself with a few friends 
endeavoured to form a Habonim group about four years ago. 
All went well until we noticed a rapid decline in the attendances. 
On making inquiries we discovered that a certain gentleman, 
holding a responsible position in the Community, had been 
advising parents not to allow their children to attend the 
Habonim meetings. On approaching other prominent men in 
the Community we were informed that they could not or would 
not help us. Consequentlyewe had to abandon the whole idea. 
I believe this is the case with other Jewish social clubs in 
Birmingham 

Surely. this disgusting state of affairs must be stopped. I 
write as a youth and I say it is imperative to Birmingham 
Jewish Youth if they are to keep one spark of Jewishness in 
them to have their leaders changed to younger or more active 
men who will see the dangerous position we are in and will 
rectity if 

We want a person placed at the helm who will drag us out 
of the mire into which we have sunk.

MOVE TO STRENGTHEN LEEDS 
RABBINATE 


Every Congregant to Contribute 
UNITED COUNCIL PROPOSED 


[From our Correspondent} 


At the invitation of the officers of the United Hebrew 
Congregation, a conference of the representatives of all 
the Synagogues in Leeds took place last week at the 
communal offices. Mr. S. Wolfson, Hon. Life President, 

D. I. Sandelson, President of the United Hebrew Con- 
Mg said that he desired to carry a stage further the 
policy of the complete unification of the Community by bring- 
ing about a United Congregational Council or Federatitm for 
the better administration of the religious affairs of the 
Community. 

Of the problems in Leeds, 
insufficiency of spiritual leaders. With the absence of the Rev. 
A. S. Super, in H.M. Forces, there were only two English- 
speaking Ministers to serve a Community of some 25,000 or 
more Jewish souls. 

The representations of the Community to their neighbours 
had always been undertaken by the Minister of the United 
Hebrew Congregation who, during the past 12 months in 
particular, had been called into consultation by civic and other 
authorities, Problems of evacuation, refugees, and other secular 
matters had absorbed a great deal of energy, and the dissemina- 
tion of Hebrew religious teaching and the promotion of Jewish 
cultural activity had suffered in consequence 

He had also heard, with regret, of the instability of such 
ecclesiastical authority as existed in Leeds, due to lack of 
young virile qualified Rabbis whose authority would be 
accepted by the orthodox Community, but whose spiritual 
influence would be felt by the wider Community It was 
deplorable that there were in their midst probably hundreds, if 
not thousands, of Jews who, although they contributed to a 
Synagogue or a Jewish Burial Society, nevertheless contributed 
little or nothing directly, or indirectly, to the maintenance of 
the clergy and Ecclesiastical authority Leeds. That 
required to be remedied. 

rv solution, said Mr. Sandelson, was the establishing of a 
powerfully manned Rabbinate and ecclesiastical authority 
which should be maintained by the Leeds United Congrega- 
tional Council, comprising every Congregation in the 
Community. That Council would havé the work of the Board 
of Shechita as one of its constituent functions, and the funds 
would be available to the Council. The next function would 
be to form a Jewish Religious Educational Board which would 
be the guiding force in the Hebrew and Religious instruction 
of the young in their midst. The Ministers at present attached 
to Congregations would be reappointed by the United Con- 
gregational Council—the eflect of which would be that the 
Rabbinate, including the Ministers, would be independent of 
any individual congregation, but would become the servants 
of the Community as a whole.

An Independent Rabbinate 


This, of course, would mean that the respective congregations 
would contribute towards the upkeep of the Rabbinate on a 
per capita basis. In that way, each member of the Community, 
poor and rich alike, would have the satisfaction of knowing 
that he was directly contributing to the proper spiritual and 
religious administration of the Community. An independent 
Rabbinate, free from fear or favour, unfettered by the personal 
influence of highly placed individuals, was a great ideal which 
he hoped to see realised not only in Leeds, but in every Anglo- 
Jewish centre. 

In the discussion which followed Mr. Sandelson’s proposals, 
Mr. S. Adler (Beth Hamedrash Hagodel) said the fulfilment 
of them would c arry Leeds into the forefront of world Jewries: 
Mr. I. Walsh (Chapeltown) hoped Mr. Sandelson would perse- 
vere until a co-ordinated scheme was brought into fruition: 
and Mr Il. Labovitch (Chevra Tehillim) said there were 
practical difficulties in the way of further taxation of members, 
but the object was praiseworthy and every effort should be 

made to bring tt about. Mr. C. Freeman (Louis Street) said 
the Board of Shechita, of which he was Treasurer, was, in fact, 
composed of the representatives of all the congregations, and 
it only needed to widen its powers to attain what Mr. Sandelson 
had in mind; Mr. Corer (Beth Hamedrash Hagodel) said he 
would work hard for the attainment of the ideal set forth by 
Mr. Sandelson: and Mr. Masser (Jewish Burial Society) said 
that he could speak for the Jewish youth of Leeds, who looked 
askance at the nonchalant way in which ecclesiastical affairs 
were administered in the Community, and desired a Rabbinate 
that would command respect and authority. Mr. Maurice 
Stross and Mr, Henry Freedman supported the proposals. 

A resolution was unanimously adopted accepting Mr. Sandel- 
son's suggestions in principle and decided that a committee of 
five be appointed to formulate a detailed scheme.

-Professor Brodetsky’s Editorial 


The first issue of the Leeps Zionist, the living newspaper of 
the Leeds Zionist Society, was read at a recent meeting at the 
Moortown Social Centre. 

The leading article was given by Professor Brodetsky, Hon. 
President of the Society, who commented on the changes in 
the Zionist position in the las& few months, chiefly due to the 
splendid British success in Africa and the co-operation between 
Great Britain and the U.S.A. He considered, however, that 
the dange: to Palestine might return. If it did, Palestine was 
ready. It has become much stronger than it was 12 months 
ago. It was turning out war supplies in increasing quantities, 
and the Palestine Jews were ready to defend it. The settlement 
after the war would be largely in the hands of two great 
democrats, Messrs. Churchill and Roosevelt. The world knew 
of the Jewish problem and that its solution was essential. 
There was only one way of dealing with it—to give the Jews 
national independence in Palestine. 

Articles, introduced by Mr, L. Teeman, were given by 
Messrs. David Fox, B. C. Gillinson, H. L. Edelston, R. Lyons, 
and J. Silman, and a cartoon was shown by B. S. Reiss.

LEST THE PUBLIC SHOULD KNOW 
Fear of Press at Cardiff Meetings 


SUPPRESSORS OVERBORNE 
[From our Correspondent] 


The annual meeting of members of the Cathedral Road 
Congregation, held on Sunday at the Isaac Samuel Memorial 
Hall, was a noisy, and at times chaotic, session, during 
which the Shechita dispute, threats of resignation, and violent 
criticism of THe Jewish CHRONICLE reports figured 
prominently. 

The meeting proper was held up for thirty minutes when 
Mr. H. M. Stone raised the question of the presence of Tue 
JewisH CHRONICLE representative. He spoke of the reports 
of Cardiff affairs in this paper as biased and as not being a 
credit to the congregation, and he suggested that reports before 
appearing in the Press ought to be submitted to the Hon. 
Secretary, the Rev. H. Jerevitch, and the Wardens for approval. 

The Rev. H. Jerevitch strongly condemned the reports and 
said it was high time they were stopped. A member suggested 
that THe JewisH CHRONICLE representative be denied member- 
ship, so that he would have no right to attend the meetings. 

Mr. Jacob Levi, President, who was in the chair, said no 
one was more grieved than he at the reports, but he considered 
that no such action could be taken as was suggested. The 
Rev. H. Jerevitch, their Minister and Hon. Secretary, had 
written to THe Jewish CuHronicce, but the reply was 
not helpful, 

Mr. Jerevitch suggested that the mecting could adopt a reso- 
lution denying the right of reports being taken. 

Several members urged that THe Jewish CHRONICLE repre- 
sentative be called upon for an explanation. Mr. R. Simmonds 
rose to protest against such a procedure. No good purpose 
could be served by the attack on THe Jewish CHRONICLE corre- 
spondent. Mr. Joseph Danovitch also deplored the attitude 
taken against the reports. “If,” said Mr. Danovitch, ” we 
conduct ourselves and the meetings with decorum, we get a 
good press. 

The Chairman then proceeded to give his presidential report, 
and said his term of office had been a very unhappy one. He 
spoke of abuse levelled by a section of the Council. He then 
tendered his resignation 

Mr. Morris Cohen (formerly Chairman of the Ammantord 
District Council) asked what had happened about the Shechita 
question, on which a decision had been taken last year. Mr. 
Levi replied that nothing had happened and that they were 
still waiting to hear from the Beth Din. 

Mr. Louis H. Shibko, Treasurer, presented the 
Statement, which was unanimously adopted. 

Mr. David Silver asked if any part of the Shechita income

plaints of lack of harmony; and he offered his resignation 

Mr. Jerevitch rose to reply to Mr. Shibko’s attack, and then, 
amidst much commotion, tendered his resignation. He spoke. ol 
calling a public meeting of the whole Jewish. Community to 
go into the causes of the present position. 

Mr. L. Corfan, President of the Beth Hamedrash, and Charr- 
man of the Education Committee, commented that some of the 
remarks made at the meeting were more disgraceful than the 
reports appearing in THe JewisH CHRONICLE. 

So many people left the meeting that by the time nominations 
for the new officers had been called for only a quorum 
remained. Nominations, however, were accepted. The election 
of Hon. Officers and Council will be held on Sunday week in 
the same hall at 3 o'clock:

BIRMINGHAM YOUTH 
NEGLECTED ” 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisu Curonicie 


Sin,—-There are other statements in the latest report of the 
Boys’ and Girls’ Club which are not quite so reassuring as those 
quoted by the Rev. Dr Cohen im his letter. “ Owing to the 
war,” one paragraph begins, “the Club was ived tem- 
porarily of the services of Mr. J. Hess and Mr. 1. A. Drapkin 
as managers, and all credit is due to Mr. P. Levy who has 
carried on single-handed.’ sixth annual report states, 
“Year after year these three gentlemen have been bearing the 
burden of carrying on the actual running of the club It is 
regretted that no member of the Community has come forward 
to share their task.” The fact that during the whole of the 
seven years’ existence of the Club, no new manager has been 
attracted, nor has the Club succeeded in training a single 
member to assume the responsibilities of lea ip, surely 
points to a certain amount of neglect. 

Dr. Cohen stops his quotation at the sentence: “ The 
attendances were quite encouraging.” But the neat sentence 
states that the attendances were ae | during the week, and 
thirty on Sundays. The second annual report informs us that 
the average attendance of the boys is at least 300, and there 
are & sirls. if numbers are a criterion of success, here is further 
evidence of deterioration. Nowhere in these reports is there a 
conception of a club as other than a place for passing the 
time by playing billiards and table tennis, despite an average 
expenditure of public money of £300 a year. 

My article has been condemned as ill-timed. I venture to 
suggest that it was no more ill-timed than any formulation of 
war aims, Jewish peace Ss, or indeed of any plan for the 
creation of the new world order. The time to begin is the 
present, and much could be done with the children who are 
attending the Hebrew School in such small numbers. For 
years teachers have protested that with classes of as many 
as 50 and 60, it was impossible to develop the character and 
personality of each individual, Dr. Cohen tells us that one- 
sixth of the normal number are attending the schools. Here 
surcly lies an opportunity for the staff to train the future 
Jeaders of the Community, and to compensate in quality for 
the inevitably small quantity of future Jewish citizens. 

Dr. Coben's reply has left me with the uncomfortable feeling 
that he thinks I have exceeded my duties in venturing to write 
a report which fails to add to the prestige of the Community. 


‘ But since the days of W. T. Stead, and his disciple Leopold J. 


Greenberg, the Press has considered it its duty not only to 
raise existing institutions, but to publicise communal grievances, 
initiate teforms, and so make for social progress. If my article 
has stimulated discussion on the education of Jewish youth, so 
tragically neglected in the past, my temerity in writing it will 
have received its reward.

1 would just lke to run over the facts again which have 
been so ably stated by your correspondent. Briefly they are that 
the Boys’ and Girls’ Chub has ceased its activities altogether. 
The Jewish Lads’ Brigade Cadet Corps membership has dwindled 
to practically nil, there is no Jewish Scout Troop in Birming- 
ham, and there is also no Habonim Group. 

Your correspondent only states the facts and not all those: 
he does not attempt to give any reason for this state of affairs 
Or any way in which it could be cured. 

To my mind the crux of the matter rests with the leaders of 
the Community. Any new movement started in Birmingham 
to stimulate a spirit of Jewishness in Jewish youth not only 
receives no help from the leaders of the Community, but on 
the contrary, is discouraged by them. 

As regards interest in Habonim I myself with a few friends 
endeavoured to form a Habonim group about four years ago. 
All went well until we noticed a rapid decline in the attendances. 
On making inquiries we discovered that a certain gentleman, 
holding a responsible position in the Community, had been 
advising parents not to allow their children to attend the 
Habonim meetings. On approaching other prominent men in 
the Community we were informed that they could not or would 
not help us. Consequentlyewe had to abandon the whole idea. 
I believe this is the case with other Jewish social clubs in 
Birmingham. 

Surely this disgusting state of affairs must be stopped. I 
write as a youth and I say it is imperative to Birmingham 
Jewish Youth if they are to keep one spark of Jewishness in 
them to have their leaders changed to younger or more active 
mon we will see the dangerous position we are in and will 
rectity 1f. 

We want a person placed at the helm who will drag us out 
of the mire into which we have sunk.

CALL FOR OBJECTIVE CONSIDERATION 


From Dr. S. GELIEBTER 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisn CHronicie 


Sin,--As a Polish Jewess may I be permitted to-comment on 
the remarks im your issue of February 7 regarding the book, 
“All About Poland,’ by J. H. Retinger. 

it is not true to say, as is suggested in your note, that any 
study of the Polish Jewish question involving the examination 
of organised emigration as a solution is incompatible with the 
declaration of full equality for Jews of Poland after the war 
made by the Polish Government. Thé right of Polish Jews 
to full equality ts a matter quite apart from the Polish-Jewish 
problem. That problem exists and will continue to exist, despite 
any declaration of equality and despite every sincere effort at 
amehoration even by the most liberal of Polish Governments. 

Nor ‘is if true that opposition to organised mass-emigration 
represents the general attitude cither of Jews in Poland or of 
Polish Jewish circles in London. On the contrary, vast numbers 
of Jews in Poland, and considerable numbers of Polish Jews 
in London are deeply interested in the whole question of the 
future of Polish Jewry after the war, and regard it as a mis- 
taken and short-sighted policy to. insinuate anti-Semitism 
whenever any statesman manifests sincere interest in the prob- 
lem and undertakes an objective cxamination of it. as has been 
done in the case of the Jewish chapter in “ All About Poland.”

NAZIS AND ANTI-NAZIS AT 
HUYTON 


An Internee’s Protest 


Included among the 200 internees in East Camp, Huyton, 
there are still 70 anti-Nazis, of whom about one-fifth are 
Jews. The majority—-the Nazis-—-thus outnumber the anti- 
Nazis by almost 2 to 1. The anti-Nazis have to face pro- 
vocation by their Nazi tellow prisoners. 

So writes an anti-Nazi prisoner still in the camp, whose letter 
1 have just seen (writes a JEewrsH CHRONICLE representative). 
The writer adds: “ A number of the anti-Nazis have registered 
for skilled work, others for the Pioneer Corps, etc. We simply 
cannot understand why we are still in this camp, and hope that 
a change will be brought about in a very short time. 

“ Conditions for the anti-Nazis in this camp are as unsettled 
as ever,” he declares. “* You will probably have read the news- 
paper report of the Parliamentary debate on the situation of 
the anti-Nazis in Huyton. With regard to Mr. Morrison's 
remark that Mr Mander could be quite sure that the ant- 
Nazis *‘ have enough vigour and energy not to conduct them- 
selves as though they were afraid of the Nazis,” it should be 
stated that on the request of the Commandant we did everything 
to preserve the peace in spite of the Nazis’ provocations and 
mimidations. The Nazis have posted up a letter in the dining 
room which they have written to Mr. Morrison and in which 
they declared among other things that it is only thanks to then 
German discipline that no disturbances have occurred yet. The 
group of anti-Nazis have in their turn written letters to Mr 
Morrison and Mr Mander in which they state their poimt of 
view and describe the true situation.” 

From a reply given by the Home Sceretary in the House of 
Commons to a-question by Colonel) Wedgwood, it seems that 
Mr. Morrison does not appegeciate the mental torture which 
the herding with Nazis imposcs, particularly on Jewish refugees 
bor he sain, replying to the question as to whether he was 
aware that Stefan Kaufmann, a Jewish refugee from Nazi 
oppression and a strong anti-Nazi, 1s still compelled to live 
together with Nazis at Huyton: “A broad distinction is 
drawn im the camps between those who are considered to be 
friendly towards the Albed cause and those who are not, and 
) regret that further sub-divisions are not practicabic.’ 

Whatever may have been the reasons for considering this 
anti-Nazrt refugee “ untriendly to the Allied cause,” there can 
be no possible justification for compelling this man and others 
like him to live together with them bitterest enemies the Nazis 


VIRGIN ISLANDS AND ALASKA 
U.S. Plans for Refugees 


Mr. Charles Harwood, of New York, the newly-appointed 
Governor of the Virgin Islands, the U.S. possession in the West 
Indies, says that he tavours openmg the Islands as a haven 
lor political refugees from Lurope “ with proper restrictions 
and safeguards.” 

One of his first acts as Governor, said Mr. Harwood, would 
be to conduct a complete urvey of facilities on the Islands for 
handing the exiles trom Axis terror: in Europe Hie also

REFUGEES FORM A REFUGEE 
COMMITTEE 


What is to Happen After the War? 


A new Committee has been formed in London, with the title 
“ Committee for Jewish Evacuation and Scttlement,” of which 
Dr. H. C. Schnur is the Hon. Secretary. This Committee has 
issued a seven-point programme, which declares that “ the 
problem of Jewish refugees must be solved by organised 
evacuation and resettlement in a country of their own.” While 
Palestine, it says, ts the best country for this purpose, the 
examination of any other territory offered for independent 
Jewish settlement is not precluded. 

Ihe other points in the programme deal with sights and 
methods, and “the aims of the Committee are to be achieved 
through the active and benevolent co-operation of all Govern- 
ments with the recognised Representation of the Jewish 
People 

The programme, which is to be submitted to the Jewish 
Representation with a view to its inclusion im the published 
Peace Aims of the Allied Governments, and as one of the 
subjects to be dealt with at the Peace Conference, was adopted 
on Sunday at the first semi-public mecting of the Committec, 
held at the Anglo-Palestinian Club, 43, Great Windmill Street, 
W. Dr. Schnur presided 

The Chairman said the aims of the Committee were specially 
concerned with the Jewish refugees, and the question arose as 
to what would happen to the millions of Jewish refugees after 
the war Who, he asked. represented or spoke for the 
refugees?’ Their interests -had been represented by purely 
charttable and religrous bodies. They had done admirable 
work from a philanthropic pomt of view, but they had no con- 
structive policy for them. It was up to the refugees to speak 
up for their own interests, and see that something was done 

Dr. Schnur said that their Committee was non-political and 
they were going to co-operate with other bodies so that there 
was unanimity with regard to their programme Ihey did not 
ask tor funds from any of them: they only necded a small sum 
tor office expenses, et Their whole future depended on the 
success of their movement. They wanted their children to grow 
up free men, free from oppression, not as refugees, but as 
tree Jews

Mean- 
while you can look forward to the special 
supplements that we hope io publish from 
time to time, with some famous Jewish 
poems included. 

Heprew Porrry 


The poetry of the Bible is bound up 
with deep religious fecling and expresses 
the yearnings of the heart and the longing 
of the abel The Song at the Red Sea 
and the Swan Song of Moses are 
particularly beautiful. The greatest poet 
of the Bible was the national hero—King 
David. David, the idol of the people, was 
mot by any means a saint. He was, I 
think, more beloved of the people because 
he was so thoroughly human. His weak- 
messes helped him to appreciate the real 
relationship between man and God. The 
Psalms of David still hold their place as 
the greatest collection of poems, for in the 

of Psalms is to be found almost 
every expression of the human soul, in 
love, in thanksgiving, in fear, or in tran- 
quillity, in war or in peace, in gladness or 
sorrow. 

When I rehd Isaiah in Hebrew I can feel 
the rhythm swaying me as I read. All of 
these Biblical poets share complete con- 
fidence in the goodness of God in all cir- 
cumstances. Perha this confidence is 

expressed in the 23rd Psalm: “ The 
Lord is my Shepherd, I shall not want.” 

I wonder which is your favourite psalm. 

We Jews have many poets. Solomon 
Ton Gabirol, one of the most famous of 
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the more modern period, was born in 
Malaga in 1022. He wrote many poems, 
devotional and others, some in the form of 
dialogue. Many of his poems are used in 
our prayer book, and some are part of the 
service of Rosh Hashana. and Yom 
Kippur. His “Joy to Me” is a lovely 
poem. It begins thus: 
"Tis joy to me to dwell in Thee, 
At thoughts of Thee, all grief retreats, 
Thy mercies call for thanks, but all 
l have to pay are tongue’'s deccits 


Jenupa HaLevi 


Jehuda Halevi is another famous poet, 
and those who have never read his poems 
have missed much that is beautiful. He 
wrote love songs, devotional poems, 
wedding odes, dirges, and epigrams, and 
the festival prayers have included several 
of is works.

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SMALL MAN’S GREAT WORK IN 
A SHELTER 


“ Mickey” Davis, East Ender 


A Correspondent writes: 

A very small man is in charge of a very large shelter 
in the Jewish quarter of the East End of London. But his 
power of organisation is in inverse ratio to his lack of 
Stature. The man is a young Jew, 
Michael (“ Mickey,” to you) V. 
Davis, an optician in peace time, 
who has been connected as both 

rt- and full-time worker with East 

ndon A.R.P. since two _ years 
before the outbreak of war. 

Mr. Davis, as Chief Shelter Warden 
to 2,000 people, 80 per cent. of whom 
are Jews, has worked wonders with 
both the shelter and the people in it. 
One with less strength of mind and 
less sincerity of purpose would have 
failed. The reason for his success? It 
is that they all know “ Mickey,” and— 
more important—* Mickey " knows them. He represents all 
that is best in the Jewish East End, warmth, the ability to 
laugh at his: own troubles and sympathise with those of his 
fellows, to be able to dream “yet not make dreams his master.” 

“My ™ shelter, says Mr. Davis, is democratic. “ I'm not the 
boss, I'm only the man who gives instructions.” Here is an 
interesting point about his appointment. e authorities 
thought him the right man for the job. But did “ Mickey ™ 
accept that decision there and then? No, he insisted that, 
without informing the shelterers of his appointment, théy 
should be allowed to choose a leader. He was elected by 
popular vote. 

Here are some of the shelters recent improvements: Better 
lighting, mo overcrowding, water-flushed lavatories, daily 
scrubbing, and a medical service with a full-time doctor 

Many prominent names are associated with welfare work in 
this shelter —Mr. and Mrs. Simon Marks, Dr. Vera Weizmann, 
Mis. Hankey, and Mrs. Flore Solomon (Welfare Officer for 
Marks and Spencer) to mention only a few. But all their 
good work would be nullified without the constructive social 
architecture of the “ Mickeys” of this and other shelters. 


HOSTEL FOR BOMBED-OUT GIRLS 
Brady Settlement Solves a War-Time Problem 


A practical scheme to cope with a pressing problem in 
the much-blitzed East End was inaugurated at the Brady 
Girls’ Club and Settlement, Hanbury Street, E.. on Tuesday 
afternoon when Miss Florence Horsbrugh, C.B.E.. M.-P. 
(Parliamentary Under-Secretary to the Ministry of Health) 
opened a hostel fo: fifty girls who had been either bombed 
out of their homes or were without proper residence through 
the evacuation of their parents. 

After the Rev. Ephraim Levine had read appropriate dedi- 
catory psalms and a prayer for the Divine blessing upon the 
new venture, Miss Miriam Moses, J.P.. the Warden of the 
Settlement, pointed out that this was the first Jewrsh hostel to 
be started under the widespread scheme of the London Hostel 
Association, 

Miss Horsbrugh, who ss Chairman of the Association, said 
that the hostel was the next best thing to a real home. The 
accommodation for the fifty girls was made possible by the 
splendid equipment the Club already had. The sleeping 
quarters had been specially remforced with steel and concrete 
so that a night's rest could be had without recourse to public 
shelters, For the moderate sum of a pound a week—and even 
this could be varied to suit individual cases—the girls would 
have three good meals a day, hot baths, dressing rooms, and 
every convenience that went to make a modern home. These 
would be combined with all the educational, cultural, and 
recreational facilities for which the Club was so well known 

The Mayor of Stepney (Councillor George Chamberlain, J.P.) 


said that Miss Horsburgh was. rightly described as “ the mother . 


of the Hostels,” of which this one at the Brady Jewish Club 
was so fine an example 

After Mrs, Creswick Atkinson had spoken, the Rev Ephraim 
Levine paid a tribute to Miss Moses, whose work in and for 
the East End, he said. would never be forgotten. Miss -Moses., 
in reply, said that although the Hostel was primarily a Jewish 
one—the catering is to be strictly kasher—non-Jewishb girls 
would be welcomed. 


ASSOCIATION OF JEWISH EX-SERVICEMEN 
Welfare Work for the Troops 


The Association of Jewish Ex-Servicemen, London, has 
recently issued its annual report for the year ending September 
3), 1940. War conditiofis have compelled the Association 
to issue simply a brief cyclostyled report. 

Enemy action, the report states, has caused the loss of several 
valuable members, but the Association continues its activities 
unabated. Many members are in the National Services or are 
back again in the Forces Full co-operation is maintamed 
with the Jewish War Services Committee, and the Association's 
Jewish Pocket Handbook has been distributed to thousands 
of Jewish serving men and women Comforts for the troops 
have been provided by the thousand, and the Association has 
in this regard been permitted to extend its objects under the 
War Charities Act, 1940 In addition, the Association 1s now 
represented at the Board of Deputies. 

In the accounts it is noted that a far greater amount than 
hitherto has been expendec on welfare work.

There are many “ bombed out” people among the 150 Jews 
who shelter in comfort every night beneath a firm of well- 
known Jewish mantle and.gown manufacturers in the East 
End. Everything that can be done for their well-being is 
done, and the good work, which was started by the late Mr. 
M. Ornstein, is being carried on by his staff, because they 
feel that he would have wished it so. 

The shelterers have formed a very good revue company and 
have put up some splendid entertainment for themselves. 
Now this band of young Jews want to give other shelters a 
little of the enjoyment they have known and are willing to 
give their efforts voluntarily to other shelters—* anywhere 
within reason, and to anyone who wants us.’ There are 24 
in the cast, with Mr. S. Pasha as manager, and there is also 
a seven-piece band, formed from the shelterers, The entire 
revue is sponsored by the occupants of the shelter, which ts 
under the Chairmanship of Mr. Stanley Fox.

CAREERS ADVICE 


Reserved Occupations : New Schedule 


Very shortly the new Schedule of Reserved Occupations is 
due for publication. Ht has been reported that im it there will 
be some drastic changes, and therectore all those who have been 
reserved under the old Schedule should make sure of consult- 
ing it to verify their new position. Publication, it is thought, 
will be towards the end of March. 

In many occupations the ages of reservation will be raised, 
and some classes may cease to be reserved altogether. Dates 
when the changes will operate will vary, not all of them having 
immediate effect. 

The basis of reservation has hitherto been the general one 
of type of occupation, but in the new circumstances more 
regard will be paid tothe actual individual's work than to the 
general heading of his occupation. In other words, reserva- 
tion will not be automatic, by ages, but there is expected to be 
a new feature in “ protected "" workers in vital war work. One 
of the results will be that more of the younger men will be 
absorbed into the Forces, and their places will have to be taken 
in industry by older men and by women. 


In the House of Commons last week, a statement by the 
First Lord of the, Admiralty, Mr. Alexander, was of great 
interest to those boys wishing to enter the Royal Navy as a 
career. A scheme has been drawn up by which 30 scholarships 
a year will be offered to, among others, boys at grant-aided 
secondary schools for entry to the Royal Naval College at 
Dartmouth. (The value of the scholarships will be realised from 
the fact that the usual fees, etc., at the College amount to about 
£175 a year, without counting the cost of clothing, travelling, 
and holiday maintenance.) 

* The intention is.’ said Mr. Alexander, “that the scholar- 
ships should take the form of assistance, depending on the 
parents’ income, towards the expenses of traming and mainten- 
ance. The poorest parents would be relieved of abl expenses 
arising out of the boys’ traiming, including cost of uniforms, 
clothing, and travelling expenses to and from his place of 
training, and including, if necessary, provision for the boy's 
maintenance during the holidays. The cadet will also be 
supplied with the clothing required by him as midshipman. 
After this he should be able to support himself.”

But some of the correSpon- 
dents with whom many of these quips 
originate would be surprised if they saw their 
efforts reappear for the delectation of people 
in such far-off places as, say, Australia or 
California. 


DOUBLE BORROWING 


Apropos of this “ borrowing,” however, I 
have come across a recent reprinting in 
ISRAEL’S MESSENGER, of Shanghai, of an 
article entitled “Cremation: the Jewish 
Attitude,” by Rabbi I. J. Yoffey. | The 
journal in question has, at the end of the 


article, attributed it, in tiny type. to the 
CANADIAN JEWISH Review. It happens, 


however, that that article was actually — 


written for the Supplement of THe Jewisn 
CHRONICLE and appeared in this paper as 
far back as November, 1932! Presumably 
the Canadian paper forgot to mention its 
origin when it “ borrowed” the article. It 
seems almost academic to note that the late 
Rabbi Yoffey is described as of London, 
when in fact he was the well-known Rabbi 
of Manchester. 


PASSOVER IN OXFORD 


Whether other Jewish communities that 
have received an evacuation influx are as 
quickly on the mark as Oxford, I do not 
know, but that town certainly Seems to keep 
a pace ahead of others in its arrangements 
for its additional population. While many 
places were still wondering how to start, 
it had already fixed up a Jewish Communal 
Centre, and now it is early in the field 
with its arrangements for Passover.

Mr. B. I. Beckman, Senior Treasurer. 
Besides Communal Seder Services, lunches 
and suppers will be served all the week at 
the Centre—to those who have made appli- 
cation in time. The letter also invites replies 
on an appropriate form from householders 
prepared to take in guests, paying or other- 
wise, for the Sédarim or for other meals. 
By next week, therefore, the Passover needs 
in Oxford should be completely known and 
can be provided for accordingly.

ZIONIST DISCIPLINE! 


In a recent letter I received from the British Section of the 
World Jewish Congress it says: “The British Section is 
a representative body of British Jewry. It must be able to 
speak for the whole of Jewry in this country—every shade 
of religious and political thought, every social group. Only 
in this way can the Jewish case carry weight.” The question 
arises how does an organisation for which such claims are 
made stand in relation to the Board of Deputies of British 
Jews; and it is not made easier of solution by the fact 
that the name of the President of the Deputies appears 
at the head of the letter referred to as one of the Vice- 
Presidents of the British Section of the World Jewish Con- 
gress. To many of us a body which claims to be repre- 
sentative of British Jewry for the purposes of political 
action would appear to be acting contrary to the established 
principle that the Deputies and the Deputies alone can speak 
in the name of the Community. One last point. Most of 
those connected with the British Section of the World 
Jewish Congress are actively associated with the Zionist 
Organisation. The spokesmen of that organisation are 
emphatic in denying the right of Zionists to work for 
purposes similar to their own but under a different banner, 
and on this grourd they have constantly denounced the 
New Zionist Organisation as separatist and undisciplined. 
Yet this is what the official Zionists are doing in relation to 
the Deputies —““A Man or No Account,” Sussex. 


OXFORD JEWISH YOUTH 


Hundreds of Jewish people, including a most gratifying 
number of soldiers and airmen, thronged the hall of the 
Oxford Jewish Communal Centre last Sunday evening to 
enjoy the first concert presented by the newly-formed Jewish 
Youth Club, They were enthusiastic in their praise of 
the efforts whereby in difficult circumstances a full Jewish 
life and a true Jewish consciousness has been fostered and 
encouraged. So far as the success of the Youth Club is 
concerned, much credit for its inception must go to THE 
JewisH CHRONICLE which publicised its need some weeks 
ago and secured for it thereby immediate response. Service 
such as that rendered by your paper for Oxford youth is 
being provided for a large number of adolescents similarly 
placed in all parts of the country. If ever the paper fully 
justified its existence it does so at this time when its-power 
and influence are proving of inestimable value in the task 
of preserving our communal life in circumstances where 
the absence of other adequate guidance would undoubtedly 
lead to disintegration and decay.— OxrorD EVACUEE.” 


A CHALLENGE TO DALSTON JEWS 


At a recent meeting of Rest Centre Supervising Officers, 
Mrs. L’Estrange Malone, L.C.C. Vice-Chairman of tc 
Public Assistance Committee, who was presiding, recom- 
mended that each Centre should be able to call upon at 
least six voluntary workers in times of stress. In_ this, 
the only Orthodox Jewish Centre, we have only four helpers 
in all. and of these none is available, by reason of age, 
infirmity, distance of residence, etc., In an emergency, par- 
ticularly at night and after a blitz. Therefore we ask young 
men and women living in this neighbourhood to offer their 
services for this war work, which is important in itself, 
and of double significance to the Jewish Community.— Mr.

EGREGIOUS EGOISM 

Readers of THe JewitsH CHRONICLE have become inured 
by now to the stories of Jewish plight on the Continent. 
What hurts me in a different way, but in a greater degree, 
is the weekly tale of strife and disunity in many of our 
big provincial Communities. Leeds and Cardiff appear to 
be the “leading lights” at the present moment, but other 
“stars” have from time to time appeared on this miser- 
able stage. If we cannot settle our differences now in war- 
time, what hope is there for unity when peace comes? 
And what example are we setting the young, who look for 
guidance to their communal leaders? It was quite 
different in peace-time. Then, we could afford to treat 
the local “ parnassim ” and all their idiosyncrasies as a big 
joke in the same category as plumbers and mothers-in-law. 
But the duties of provincial communal leaders have 
suddenly taken on a new seriousness, All the hundreds of 
problems caused by the war, ranging from evacuation to 
Jewish education, come within their purview. Are they 
busy exerting themselves to the full with these pressing and 
urgent needs? They are occupied instead with petty 
quarrels among themselves as to who should be Chairman 
of this. or that. or the other body. The urgent appeal of the 
Board of Deputies so far has fallen on deaf ears. The 


explanation is obvious. When Mr. A. is busy telling Mr. 
B. that he was insulted at last week's committee meeting, 
how can there be any time to discuss such trifles as provid- 
ing for the whole future of Anglo-Jewry? And while we 
are frittering away our strength anti-Semitism is awaiting 
its moment. If the provincial Communities fail, as many 
have failed, to face up to urgent needs, then let some 
central body step in, and take over completely. —THE Rev.

Company Meeting 


IMPERIAL TOBACCO COMPANY (OF 
GREAT BRITAIN AND IRELAND) 


DEMAND MAINTAINED 

The thfrty-ninth ordinary general meeting of the Imperial 
Tobacco Company (of Great Britain and Ireland), Ltd.. was 
held on February 25, at Bristol, the Rt. Hon. Lord Dulverton 
(the Chairman), presiding. 

In the Chairman's review of the past year’s operations, of 
which the following is a summary, it was stated: The net 
profit for the year amounted to £8,882,828, a decrease of 
£1,347,321. It is proposed to declare a final dividend of 74 per 
cent. and a bonus of § per cent., both free of Income Tax, 
making a total distribution for the year of 20 per cent., free of 
Income Tax. Although the free of tax dividend is 3 per cent 
less than last year, the gro<xs dividend is but very slightly less 

The year under review covered a period in which there were 
two Budgets, as a result of which the rate of duty was increased 
by 6s. a pound. The duty—which two years ago was 9s 
per pound—now stands at the figure of 19s 6d. per pound, a 
figure so high that comment is almost unnecessary. The fact 
that demand has been maintained, in <pite of the increased retail 
prices that the duty has necessitated, is a clear indication of 
the extent to which cigarettes and tobacco have come to be 
regarded as necessities of life. The amount which the Govern- 
ment expect to collect from the tobacco duty this year is 
estimated at £150,000,000 

During the last few months many of you may from time to 
time have experienced difficulty in getting supplies of the 
particular brands that you desire to smoke. There are a 
number of unavoidable reasons why this may be so. Factory 
production has not been entirely uninterrupted, transport from 
the factory to customer sometimes takes much longer than in 
peace time, and movements of population make it difficult for 
us to know how our goods can most equitably be distributed 
In addition, there is the 10 per cent. restriction on clearances 
from bond impoced by the Government. For these reasons. 
at a time when the demand from the public is possibly higher 
than it has ever been before, it is impossible to ensure that 
smokers at all times and in all places can get just what they 
want. This is a matter to which your directors are giving 
continuous consideration. 

CURRENT TRADE AND FUTURE PROSPECTS 

Many of you will remember what I said to you last year as 
to our inability to replenish our stocks of American leaf as 
a result of the Government's need for conserving dollars and 
shipping space for the pufchase and transport of urgent war 
supplies. With the progress of time our anxieties have not been 
decreased, and I should not be justified in leading you to 
suppose that we view the present leaf position without serious 
concern. Our stocks have been substantially reduced by the 
consumption of a year’s supply used in the course of manu- 
facture, and by other causes. We have been able to make 
some replacements from Empire countries, but the supplies 
from these sources are necessarily limited. 

In the difficult days through which the country is passing, 
the Government alone is in a position to decide the relative 
importance of the many commodities that the country requires 
and the order of priority for the many and varied calls on 
shipping space, and in such circumstances the responsibility 
for the future of any industry dependent on imports;of raw 
material automatically rests in the hands of the Government. 
Given adequate supplies of suitable leaf, I have undiminished 
confidence in the future of our company. 

The report was adopted. 


Investments and Securities © 


Investors are awaiting a clarification of the Eastern 
situation before taking a free hand in markets. There is no 
lack of public interest in marketable securities. 

Large resources are available for investment. The diffi- 
culty is to find adequate supplies of stocks which answer 
present-day requirements. 

Popular securities are steadily diminishing in number. 
Most dollar stocks are no longer available. Corporation 
issues are being redeemed, while some £90,000,000 in India 
stocks are paid off. 

No new issues, other than Government loans, are created 
to take their place. The trend of investments is, therefore, 
solidly towards current Government issues. Financing the 
war is the prime consideration of the nation to-day. 


HOME RAILWAY RESULTS 


The attitude of the investor can be seen im the reception 
aflorded the home railway dividend statements for 1940. Net 
revenue of the four British railways and the London Transport 
Board totalled £42,763,000 last year. 

Under the war-time Government guarantee the transport 
companies are assured of a minimum net revenue of £39,850,000. 
This minimum was exceeded by the companies during 1940. 
The results were therefore satisfactory. 

Dividends are paid on all railway stocks with the exception 
of London & North Eastern 5 per cent. Preferred Ordinary and 
Deferred. The biggest surprise was a 2 per cent. dividend on 
North Eastern 4 per cent. Second Preference agaist 15s. per 
cent. for 1939. 

Great Western did well in raising the ordinary dividend from 
34 per cent. to 4 per cent. L.M. & S. again pays 4 per cent. 
on the ordinary and Southern 14 per cent. on the deferred for 
the year. 


SAFETY FIRST REQUIRED 


Immediately following the railway dividend announcements 
Great Western ordinary rose to 37. On the 4 per cent, dividend 
the stock offered a yield of £10 16s. per cent. 

London & North Eastern 4 per cent. Second Preference rose 
to 184. On the 2 per cent dividend the yield was £12 18s. per 
cent. Such high returns, however. failed to attract the investor. 

Values have since crumbled badly. On the other hand Home 
railway debenture and guaranteed stocks are wanted tn fact 
they offer investment opportunities 

The experience in this market goes to prove that “ safety 
first" investments absorb the principal attention of the public 
at present. It is gratifying to find that subscriptions towards 
current Government loans. including Savings Certificates and 3 
per cent. Defence Bonds, are flowing in steadily

Harrods Limited is paying only 4 per cent. on its ordinary 
for last year against 10 per cent. Watney Combe Reid interim 
on the deferred ordinary stock for the current year is cut from 


6 per cent. to 4 per cent. These are pomts which influence 
investments these days.

MUSIC 
THE CHAZANIC STYLE 


The Rev. J. E. Goldstein, of Stamford Hill Synagogue, and a 
Polish violist, F. Sznajderman, were the chief artists in a recital 
of Hebrew, Jewish, and other music given on behalf of the 
Federation of PolishJews in Great Britain,at the Wigmore Hall 
last Sunday afternoon. Unfortunately, the recital began very 
late—it is a pity so much time must be wasted nowadays. 

Mr. Goldstein sang two groups of Jewish and Hebrew songs, 
in both of which he demonstrated his considerable merits as a 
singer in the traditional Chazanic style. To anyone un- 
accustomed to that style the impression given is one almost of 
bewilderment: Chazanic singing appears to violate all the 


normal standards of voice production and vocal effect; with its 
exaggerated emphasis and artificial Catches in the voice, its 
violent alternations of power, etc., it gives an overwhelming 
feeling of artificiality, and at times even of vulgarity. 

How near and dangerous a step it is from the sublime to the 
ridiculous was revealed in the singing of “ Habet,” which at 
moments was remarkably moving, and the “ Chazonim on 
Trial,’ which burlesqued the very faults | have mentioned, as 
well as many others. Above all, it is certainly a mistake to 
apply the Chazanut method to such a simple and artless lyric 
as “ Der Sterndel.”’ 

Of Mr. Sznajderman’s playing one can only say that it was 
rather lacking in tone throughout. Adela Kotowska accom- 
panied the violinist, and J. Kuchinsky was at the piano for 
Mr. Goldstein. 

A large and, I hasten to add, appreciative audience made the 
recital a worthy initiator of the series it is hoped to run. All 
the artists gave their services free. H.CS.
